FLAOK’S COON VICTION WAS 
GENERALLY EX PEOTED. 
STEPS THAT MAY BE TAKEN IN COURT 
TO-DAY—THE QUESTION OF THE 

SHERIFE’S OFFICE. 


The verdict of guilty in the unprecedented 
divorce conspiracy trial which has occupied the 
attention of the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
Miner for two weeks, appears to meet the 
indorsement of public opinion. It was the 
topic of the town yesterday, and those who dis- 
approved or dissented frem the finaing of the 
twelve citizens who sat in judgment on the 
ase Were apparently in a very small minority. 
The conviction of Sheriff Flack, his son William, 
and Lawyer Joseph Mecks furnished no end of 
talk in the hotels, clubs, cafés, homes, churches, 
and on the street, any where and every where. 

If public opinion as thus expressed is a ori- 
terion, then the verdict disgracing the con- 
Spirators, who had hitherto borne good repu- 
tations, was not a surprise. Almost every 
person who was asked what he thoughtof the 
outcome of the scandal declared that it was 
Toreshadowed. ‘I knew it’; “It was in the 
air’; “You could read the handwriting on the 
wall’; “ Why shouldn’t they be convicted. They 
had absolutely no defense’; ‘The prosecution 
Was a revelation’’—these and similar express- 
fons were common. , 

This morning the three conspirators, who are 
bound by $5,000 bail each, will appear in Oyer 
and Terminer with their counsel. The disposi- 
tion of the case is in the hands of Judge Barrett 
and whai he will de withit will probably de- 


pend upon the motions of the lawyers. They 
may ask for an adjournment. If they 
don’t got it, sentence will in all 
probability be passed. The maximum for tho 
Misdemeanor 1s one year in the penitentiary 
and $500 fine, or both. The jury, much to 
every body’s surprise, in reporting their verdict, 
recommonded that ‘extreme mercy” be shown. 
Those who know Judge Barrett don’t think he 
Will limit the punishment to a fine, because in 
this case it wouldn’t be any hardship to the of- 
fenders. Instead of committing them to the 
poaltontingy the court may send them to the 

Tombs, as itis within his province, according 
to one authority. The Judge may designate 
avy peace olficer, or appoint one for the pur- 
pose, te take the conspirators to jail. 

Itis customary when sentence is passed to 
move for an arrest of judgment. If-this ia de- 
nied, counsel generaliy apply te another Su- 
preme Court Judge, their object being to get a 
stay and have their clients released on bail, 
pending an appeal. 

Shouid judgment in the case become opera- 
tive at once and Sheriff Flack be relegated to “a 
dungeon cell,” it will make a vacancy in the 
hizbest office of the county. When the Gov- 
ernor of the State is officially informed of the 
disability of the Sheriff to periorm his duties, 
he is in duty bound to elevate Under Sheritf 
Sexton to the fallen chiel’s chair. On 
the other hand, if Sheriff Flack’s eoun- 
sel obtain a stay, and he is admitted to 
bail there will be nochange in ‘the offiee for 
the present, unless Gov. Hill can see an oppor 
tunity 10 make some political chpitalL It is a 
foggy day when Hill won’t try to make hay, 
aud there are strong surface indications that 
he contemplates the summary removal of 
James A. Flack. 

A story was current yesterday that the Gov- 
ernors lieutenant, Assemblyman Sheshan of 
Buffalo, had been in the oity for two days 
negotiating a deal with Tammany sachems with 
the sole object of settling the tate of Flack and 
giving the comfortable Sheriff berth to Nmigra- 
tion Commissioner Edgar L. Ridgway. 

The conviction of the Flacks and Meeks of 
eonspiracy in obtaining a fraudulent divorce 
and for obstructing the law and perverting jus- 
tice does not exempt them from being called to 
the bar on three more indictments. There are 
two against the senior Flack for subornation of 
perjury in procuring the names of Margaret 
Smith and Kate Cannon to false depositions. 
Meeks is liable to be tried for mutilating public 
records. 

It seems to be the general opinion that the 
verdict settles the fate of Judge Henry W. 
Bookstaver, against whom impeachment pro- 
ceedings are pendiug. The verdict also bars 
Sheriff Flack’s paramour, Sarah Cherry Ray- 
mond, now a fugitive in Canada, from return- 
ing to the city. 

It is barely possible that the next Granda Jury 
may be asked to seeif there are not prima facie 
cases of perjury against some of the persons 
who testified on the trial. John M. Bird, special 
counsel for Joseph Meoks, said yesterday that 
he intended to take steps not enly to procure the 
indictment of Lawyer Benjamin Wright for per- 
jury and censpiracy, but to have him disbarred. 
Mr. Bird said that Col. Feliows had promised 
to advance the case, and Lawyer Meeks will 
give the Assembly cemmittee help in the im- 
peachment proceedings against Judge Book- 
Staver. 

The action of the World reporter in playing 
the eavesdropper was yesterday universally 
condemned. Col. Fellows said he should exam- 
ine the law and see if there wasn’t some way 
to punish the reperter and the city editor for 
conspiracy and perversien of justice. Assist- 
ant Districts Attorney Goff said he thought 
the dignity of the court and the sacred 
tradition of trial by jury had been 
Outraged by the newspaper. The only law 
bearing on the offenseis Section 436 of the 
Penal Coae. It stutes that a person who se- 
oretly loiters, with Intent to overhear discuures 
thereiy for the purpose of vexing, annoying, or 
injuring others, is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

In the opinion of Lawyer Bird the action of 
the reporter vitiated the verdict. ‘It will be,” 
he said, ‘‘one of my points on appeal. The re- 
porter in the room was cquivalent to a thir- 
teenth juror, and his presenee and refusal to 
promise not to divulge what he heard undoubt- 
edly influenced tae jury.” 

It was gory that the lawyers for the de- 
fense would hold a consultation yesterday, but 
they did not meet. itis said that there is a 
lack of harmony among them, and that they 
were at loggerheads during the trial over the 
management of the case. The abrupt ending 
of ex-Judge Fullerton's opening address to the 
jury was yesterday explained by the statement 
that he had an attack cf vertigo. 

Mrs, Flack is still boarding at the Vanderbilt 
Hotel, but she will -probably resume her resi- 
dence with her niece’s family this week. Her 
frieuds say she never refused to sve her son but 
once when be called. He testified that he 
Called three times and eould not see her, They 
are wondering now whether he will abandon 
her.

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BISMARCK DISAPPOINTED. 


HE EXPECTED THE EMPEROR TO RECALL 
HIM TO THE LAST MOMENT, 


BERLIN, March 23.—The Berlin papers, re- 
ferring to the North German Guzette’s revela- 
tions regarding the causes of Bismarok’s 
resignation, condemn the statements of that 
paper as unedifying to on-looking nations, 

The Vossische Zeitung repeats the story that 
Bismarck rose from his bed to anewer the Em- 
peror’s demand for an explanation of the inter- 
view with Windthorst. Bismarck, it is said, in- 
sisting that he should not be controlled, told 
the Emperor that he was quite ready to resign 
if his retention of the office was irksome, that 
he only retained it to fulfill his promise to Em- 
peror William L 

The Rumburger Nachrichten declares that 
Bismarck was deeply affected, and expected to 
the last that the Emperor would ask him to re- 
consider hie resignation. 

The Hanover Courier says itis reported that 
eGen. von Waldersee will be appointed to the 
command of the Tenth Army Corps. This com- 
mand was made vacant by the elevation of 
Gen. von Caprivi to the Chancellorship, 

Prince Regent Luitpold of Bavaria sent a 
complimentar autograph letter to Prince 
Bismarck on the occasion of the latter’s retire- 
ment from office. 

Ohancellor von Caprivi has addressed a note 
to the German Ambassadors abroad in which 
he intimates that he will continue the policy of 
Prince Bismarck, 

The grant which Bismarck declined was an 
offer to continue his salary and otticial resi- 
dence, It is rumored that Bismarck has not 
seen the Emperor in a week. 

LONDON, March 24.—The Standard’s Berlin 
correspondent says: ‘It is reported that Bis- 
marck avcepted the Colonel Generalship, but 
declined the Dukedom and grant, first verbally, 
and then in along letter to the effect that it is 
not in harmony with his principles to accept a 


grant in view of the increasing burdens of the. 


taxpayers.” 

Herr von Radowitz has declined to succeed 
Oount Herbert Bismarck. 

LONDON, March 24.—The Herald’s Berlin cor- 
respondent gives an account of an interview 
with Dr. Windthorst, the leader of the Centre 


Party in Germany. Dr. Windthorst said that 
his party did not propose to enter into any per- 
manent coalitions, but expected to make cer- 
tain cembinations from time te time. The 
Uentrists, he said, would ofter no systematic 
Opposition to the Government, and would sup- 
port Emperor William’s measures for social 
reforms. 





CALLED OALL A PUPPY. 


MARSHAL MIZZELL’3 FIERCE REMARKS 
TO THE FLORIDA SENATOR. 


PENSACOLA, Fla, Maroh 23.—The report that 
Senator Call and Harrison’s new Marshal for 
the Northern District of Florida, J. R. Mizzell 
of Jacksonville, had a * difficulty” here, has ere- 
ated a sensation here. 

The Senator has gone to Defuniak Springs, 
and all efforts to procure a statement from him 
have been fruitless. Neither will Mizzell say 
anything, 

But an eye-witness of the affair was found to- 
day, and he gave these as the exact facts: 

Mizzell has lately reeeived letters from his 
neighbors in Orange County informing him 
that Call had been writing to that section for 
information respecting his private life. He 


had also heard that certain remarks affecting 
his private life had been made before the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committees by Senator Call. 

Cali and Mizzell met in the notel office. Miz- 
ze) called Senator Call to one side and abruptly 
remarked: ‘ Look here, Call, { understand that 
you have been talking in the Senate about my 
private life and that you have aligned certain 
things which I here pronounce Hes. If you 
have done so you are a —— dirty puppy, anc I 
will, hold you personally responsible for the 
act. 

Senator Call colored highly and sharply re- 
plied: “See here, Mizzell, you should not talk 
that way tome. Suoh language haa often made 
the best ot friends kill one anether.” 

To this Mizaeli replied: “I can’t help that; 
if you made the remarks which were imputed 
to you, you are a dirty puppy.” 

Well,” said Call wit. more composure, 
“you must remember 1 am not the only repre- 
sentative from Florida in Congress, and, be- 
sides, I did not make the remarks.” 

“Then,” said Mizzell, ‘on your statement 
that you did not make the remarks, I take back 
what I have said, and hope you will accept my 
apology.” 

They then shook hands, and all looks serene 
now.

Kerens is President, gave it out that he wanted 


to go to the Senate and that he would make a 
vigorous campaignias & protection Democrat.

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PLATT AND TAMMANY HALL

SWHET REVENGK OF THE 
REPUBLICAN BOSS. 
POLITICAL SI@NIFICANCE OF THE FAS- 
SETT INVESTIGATION—WHAT HAS 
BECOME OF RAPID TRANSIT? 


ALBANY, March 23.—Friends of Thomas C. 
Platt are oxpressing their satisfaction over 
the exposures in the conduct of the Sheriff's 
office in New-York by the Fassett investigating 
committee. Mr. [ving has placed himself on 
record as saying that Mayor Grant’s reign asa 
pablio officer is over. Even Tammany Hall 
politicians admit privately that the organiza- 
tion has suffered irreparabie injury, and that a 
few more blows such as those administered to 
the Sheriff's office will doom Tammany Hall to 
defeatin the coming election. Now that Mr. 
Platt has damaged Tammany indirectly by 
forcing Mr. Oroker to resign the office of Cham- 
berlain, and directly by exposing Mayor Grant’s 
ignorance in conducting the affairs of his office 
by holding up to ridicule and contempt the two 
most prominent men of the organization, Mr, 
Platt may quietly smile in his sleeve at Tam- 
Mmany's temerity in snubbing the Republiean 
Party by refusing to appoint Mr. Piatt’s friends 
to office under the terms of the deal last Spring. 

Mayor Grant had his innings then. Mr. Platt 
seoms tobe having his now, a further exem- 
plification of the old saying, ** When politicians 
fall out, honest people get their due.” The terms 
of that deal were explicit. The Republicans were 
to do the legislating, the Governor was to sign, 
and Tammany, which was dependent upon the 
action of the Republican Legislature and Gov. 
Hill, was simply to ratify, ‘to divide the loaves 


and fishes,” in other words, after Platt and Hill 
have made the contribution. Platt, to do him 
justice, was the only one of the combination 
that lived up to his promise. The Governor 
vetoed two bills, which, by the way, were in- 
troduced by Republicans, and signed the only 
Democratic bill, Hagan’s, to increase the num- 
ber of Police Justices. 

Mr. Platt has certainly swung his legislative 
club with great effeet. When he started out 
every Tammany chieftain bravely announced— 
Croxer, Grant, and Gilroy particulariy—toat 
they not only courted investigation but would 
rr lend the committee the benefit of 
their inside knowledge and experience. It is 
scarcely possible that the committee will ask 
Tammany’s assistance now, as it has progressed 
80 well without it. Grant as the next candi- 
date for Mayor of the organization is under 
tire. Croker is discreetly remaiing in Eu- 
rope with the big pond rolling between 
him apd investigations, And Gilroy—well, 
his turn comes next. Within six months 
what a change has occurred within th 
organization! Last Summer it  seede 
the keenest political discernment to predict 
aes within a year the partnership between 

roker, Grant, Flack, and Gilroy, four big men 
of Tammany, might possibly be dissolved, and 
not by mutual consent. Croker in retirement 
Grant in humiliation, Flack in disgrace, and 
ee th niy; member of the tirm whose 
head fg still above water! Tammany Hall, asa 
budy politic, certainly wears a cadaverous ex- 
pression. 

It is too late for Mr. Grant and his colleagues 
to attempt to conciliate Mr. Platt for tne of- 
tenée of last year. Platt 1s noted above all oth- 
er characteristics for his vindictiveness. He 
has, his sympathizers say, only begun to take 
the skin off the Tammany apple. The only 
alternative leftfor Tammany to prevent the 
laying bare of what remains behind would bo 
under other circumstances to bind itself to pay 
up, and deliver to Mr. Platt certain protitable 
offices desired by the Republican chieftain and 
needed to build a Platt local machine. But it 
is conceded to be too late for that As one of 
Mr. Platt’s legislators expressed the situation, 

“What we wantis a machine in New-York 
City distinct and separate from the silk stock- 
ing Union League organization whieh now con- 
trols the party. A party composed of practi- 
coal politiclans is always better officered than 
one made up of men who go into politics sim- 
Diy for pastime. The Republican Party in New- 
York City has steadily lost in discipline, in 
humbers, in esprit de corps, since the 
Union League dilettanti has had it. No 
ettort has been spared to crush what- 
ever influence Mr. Platt has had in the 
party in New-York City. Even Col. Erhardt 

ho gould not have been appointed Collector of 
the Port had Mr. Platt opposed him, has aé- 
sisted in the movement to down him, as the 
common saying goes, The only way to destroy 
an organization in New York City is to expese 
its weakness, jts corrupt Lpeneeines. and its gen- 
eralincompetence. Mr, Platt is doing just that 
to Tammany Hall. 

This is asample of political morals from the 
Platt standpoint. The best interests of the 
State are to be controlled, developed, and pro- 
tected through revenge and vindictiveness, 
Itis not the power and dignity of the great 
Cemmonwealth that is exposing the Incompe- 
tence and ignorance éxisting in the Now-York 
city departments, but the ififluence and vindic- 
tiveness of Mr. Platt, and the profit he 1s to 
derive from it personally is not to fall upon 
the Btate, but upon the Republican Party! 
And the object and aim of this Fassett investi 
gation is remedial legislation !

Mr, Endres of Erie introduced two weeks age

THOUSANDS AT HIS FUNERAL. 


GEN. CROOK’S REMAINS LEAVE CHICAGO 
FOR MARYLAND. 


CHICAGO, March 23.—By 3 o'clock to-day the 
body of the late Major Gen. George B. Crook 
had been borne from among the thousands who 
loved him here toward its last resting place in 
Maryland. The scenes at the Grand Pacific 
were solemnly impressive. Through the parlor 
where the dead General lay in state the silent 
thousands passed until, as the time of the serv- 
ice drew near, the crowd became so large that 
police were stationed at the foot of all the 
stairways with orders to allow no one to ascend 


to the second floor. The pariors and balls on 
that floor were impassable when the Rev. Dr. 
McPherson delivered the opening prayer. 

A quartet from the Second Presbyterian 
Church choir sang at the close of the prayer, 
and were followed by Dr, Thomas, who quoted 
the Ninetieth Psalm and a chapter from Job in 
the course of his remarks. Prot. Swing then 
read @ most eloquent tribute to the dead. After 
the quartet Dr. MoPherson spoke eloquently 
and at length, and again offered prayer, Dr. 
oe Loeke closing the services by the bene- 

ction. 

Mrs. Crook, who, previous to the commence- 
ment of the service, had remained with hor sis- 
ter and friends in an adjoining room but had 
been present during the eutire time, took Capt. 
King’s arm and had a last look at the dead. 
Then the casket was taken from the room, fol- 
lowed by the members of the Loyal Legion, 
while the choir sang ‘‘ Rest for the Weary.” 

A painful incident of the services was the 
report that Gen. Crook’s aged brother, Mr. 
Walter Crook, had suffered a stroke of paraly- 
sis in the rotunda of the hotel. Investigation 
proved that Mr. Crook had not been paralyzed, 
but that, not being used to crowds and being 
aged and grioved, he had become completely 
dazed and so feeble that he was unable to move 
for a time, 

The funeral proceszion on leaving the hotel 
passed north on Clurk-street to Washington, 
then east on Washington to the station, the 
streets being crowded the entire distance. Tho 
following order was observed: Battalion of 
Police; D Battery Artillery, Ilinois National 
Guard; First Regiment Band and Drum Corps; 
First Regiment infantry, Illinois National 
Guard; pall bearers and distinguished guests 
in carriages; catatalque, guarded by six non- 
commissioned officers; Second Regiment Band; 
Second Regiment Infantry, Llinois National 
Guard; Fourth Regiment Band; Fourth Regi- 
ment Infantry, Lllinois National Guard; Loyal 
Legion; Veteran Fife and Drum Corps; Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

The Baitimure and Ohio train on whieh the 
funeral party left at 3 o’olock: consisted of nine 
cars, the one containing the casket being in the 
rear of the mail car. It was entirely covered 
with black and the interior was draped with 
American flags. The special Pullman devoted 
to Mrs. Crook and the escort was heavily 
draped in black on the exterior, looped with 
narrow bands of white, The officers detailed to 
act as a guard of honor, and who occupied 
seate in this special oar, were Cola. Corbin, 
Heyl, and Stanton, Major Randell and Capt. 
Kennan. The car will start from Oakland to- 
morrow night, returning with these officers and 
the special guard now in charge of the body.

WHY HE OBSTRUCTS UNION 


A NEW VIEW OF BLAOK- 
HURST'S MOTIVES. 

HIS OPPONENTS INTIMATE THAT HE 

WANTS TO FIX A PLACE FOR HIS 

SON-IN-LAW, THE REV. MR. SPARKS. 


The opposition to the consolidation of St. 
Stephen’s Protestant Episcopal Church in 
Forty-eighth-street with Holy Trinity Church 
in Harlem, in pursuance of the plan of Bishop 
Potter to make every parish in the diocese one 
thatis capable of self-support and of progress- 
ive effort, is at present centred about one man, 
James Blackhurst, who has been for many 
years Senior Warden and ‘Treasurer of Bt. 
Stephen’s Church, and who has possession 
of the church seal, which he refuses to 
afix to the agreement of consolidation. 
The matter will come up before Justice 
Andrews to-morrow. In the meantime, an 
active discussion, not altogether compli- 
mentary to Mr. Blackhurst, is going on among 
the members of both churches with reference 
tothe motives which underlie his persistent 
aotagonism to what the Bishop believes to be 
in the best interest of the Church as a whole. 

It does not appear that Warden Blackhurst is 
generally regarded as a man to be influenced 
by purely sentimental considerations. The 
members of St. Stephen’s have come to the con- 
clusion that heis not. They recall the fact that 
for some years he has made periodical efforts to 
secure the employment of the Rev. Mr. Sparks 
as assistant rector, and with not a great deal 
of encouragement, as the Wardens and V esiry 
were not ready to undertake the payment 
of an assistant on behalf of the church, 
while the Rev. Dr. Randall C. Hall was 
acting in that capacity, and was paid by 
the venerable reostor, the Rev. A. Bloomer 
Hart, one-half of the latter’s eighteen-hundred- 
dollar salary, while the other half of that sal- 
ary was devoted to charitable purposes. The 
Rey. Mr. Sparks is a son-in-law of Warden 
Blackhurst, and it is now noted, that since the 

resent trouble began Mrs. Sparks, Mr. Black- 

urst’s daughter, has been more active thaa 
any other person in securing signatures to atti- 
davits and petitions against consolidation. 

ser husband is now rector of a New-England 
parish. He was formerly in charge of a church 
on Long Island, but had some trouble with 
Bishop Littlejohn, and removed to another 
diocese. Too much ritualism is said to have 
been the origin of the Long Island ditticulty. 

By some of those who agree with the pro- 
posed consolidation it is held that the last 
stated fact forms a clue to the support which 
Mr. Blackhurst has secured in his crusede from 
some members of St. Stephen’s who have no 
apparent interest to subserve in keeping the 
church where it is. The liderality of Bishop 
Potter has created asentimentinsome quarters 
not perhaps inimical to him, but ready to be- 
come 80 on very short notice, Bt. Fag pally 
has always been comparatively a High charch. 
On the other hand, Holy Trinity, under the 
Rev. I. Newton Stanger, has been and is among 
the lowest of the low, 

But those who are best acquainted with Mr. 
Blackhurst deny that he is personally infiu- 
enced by any consideration of Church polity or 
of Churoh ceremonial. They say that, although 
a pretty heavy contributor to 8t. Stephen’s, he 
bas never been what could fairly be oalled a 
“spiritual” member of the Church. They are 
inclined to credit his opposition to little else 
than a feeling that if St. Stephen’s remains 
what itis, with the Rev. Mr. Hart, who is now 
over eighty years old, as reotor, Mr. Black- 
hurst’s son-in-law, the Rev. Mr, Sparks, may 
stand some chance of getting into a very 
pleasant berth. 

The Warden is not the only member of the 
opposition to Bishop Potter who is oredited 
with other than strictly disinterested motives. 
James McLaury, one of the Vestrymen on that 
side of the house, is a paid servant of the churon 
as organist, and is not averse te retaining his 
position. ‘Two men who have signed attidavits 
declaring the unwillingness of the congre- 
gation to have the consolidation carried out 
are also paid members of the ohoir. Mr. 
MecLaury lives in Brooklyn. Another Ves- 
tryman ‘lives in Greenwich, Conn. Of the 
four in the city, one resides in Eleventh-street, 
one in Twenty-eighth-street, and two in Har- 
lem, in the vicinity of Holy Trinity Churoch. Of 
the fifty members of St. Stephen’s it is estimat- 
ed that twenty will be able to conveniently at- 
tend Holy Trinity. Outof the whole member- 
ship it is stated that not five families re- 
side within a radius of half a mile of 
the obureh’s present location in West Forty- 
eighth-street. The voluntary contributions 
of the congregation have not averaged $150 
@ year for the last three years. Of course 
the income from the business property at 19 
and 21 Warren-street and 125 Greenwioh- 
street, has made it needless toranin debt. But 
itis estimated that the inceme of $2,000 has 
been paid ont foreach and every person bene- 
fitea: each year by the ministrations of the 
church. 

It is denied with considerable vehemence that 
Holy Trinity Parish proposes f° uc into the 
partnership @ smaller share of visible assets 
than St. Stephen’s. The members of the Harlem 
churon insist that their property, outside of 
what still remains under mortgage, has cost 
$198,000 in cold cash, This takes no account of 
the ine«rease in value of the real estate, which, 
er aver, is at Jeast $20,000. The total value 
of the 8t. btephen’s property is between $150,- 
000 and $160,000. 

But in addition to putting in at least $38,000 
more property than the down-town church has, 
the Holy Trinity censents, under the arrange- 
ment made, to take the name of St. Stephen’s 
and to give up all those associations which its 
members hold dear in spite of the comparative 
youth of the organization. Under these cir- 
cumstances they have a very reasonable 
aversion to being regarded as beggars. At 
the same time the sale of the old 8t. Bte- 
phen’s le aa will pay off the antire debt 
of the new St. Stephen’s and will permit 
its $350,000 ediflee to be consecrated. It is de- 
clared that a great deal of opposition to the 
Bishop’s plan has come from other ny rap 
churches nearer by, whose competition has nar- 
rowed the field of Sr. Stephen’s activity, and 
who look upon the latter’s endowment as a 
prize well worth struggling for. 

The Rey. Mr. Hart is very much hnrt over the 
newspaper stories set afloat by his opponents 
that he isadvocating the new plan because his 
salary as Rector Emeritus will be $2,500, or 
bag more than he is nominally getting now.

HIGH WATER AT PIITSBURG. 


FLOODED AND DAMAGE FEARED. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., March 23.—The Mononga- 


present flood at 2 o’oloek this afternoon, when 
the marks registered twenty-four feet even. 
The Allegheny River reached the same point a 
short time later, and is still rising. River men, 
however, do not anticipate a much higher 
stage, as it has grown quite cold andthe re- 
ports from the head waters show the rivers 
to be stationary. Sofar no serious damage has 
been done. Most of the boats along the wharf 
had steam up to-day, and were ready in ease of 
danger. The south side and the west end of 
Allegheny are partially submerged. 

Traffic has been entirely suspended on the 
Pittsburg and Western Railroad, the tracks be- 
ing covered for a distance of six miles. In the 
vicinity of what is known as Barefoot-sq uare 
the water completely surrounds many of the 


houses, and has out off all communication with 
them except by skiffs. The residents were busy 
all day moving their effects to the upper stories. 

On School-street the scholars in the Presby- 
terian Sunday school were dismissed at 3:30 
o’clock, and at 4 o’clock it was impossible to 
get into the building on account of the high 
water. The water backed up from a sewer and 
rushed in a great volume down the streets, 
flooding the entire vicinity and badly damag- 
ing the new ball grounds of the Brotherhood in 
Exposition Park. 

On the Pittsburg side the water overflowed 
the basements of nearly all the business houses 
of Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh streets, Duquesne- 
way, the lower ena of Penn-avenue, and Water- 
street, doing considerable damage and causing 
@ great deal of inconvenience. Tne lower floor 
of the Exposition Building is under water, and 
it is feared that the building will be seriously 
damaged if the water rises much more. 

in the west end the first floors of many of 
the houses are under Water, while on the north 
and south banks of the Monongahela nearly all 
the mills and factories have been compelled to 
suspend operations until the water subsides, 

Dispatches from points along the upper 
Monongahela and Youghiogheny Rivers report 
considerable damage to farm lands and houses 
along the banks of the streams, but nothing of 
@ serious nature. 

A Johnstown special says the high water 
passed off without any particular damage, and 
the cold weather now prevailing is assurance 
thatthe danger point is passed. The water 
was higherthan at anytime since the great 
fiood of last May. : 

A fifty-foot span of the Ohie connecting 
bridge, just being erected across the Ohio River 
below Allegheny City, was washed late this 
afternoon. 

At midnight the Allegheny River was station- 
ary with 24 feet 6 inches on the marks. It has 
not rained for twenty-four hours and no 
further danger is apprehended. 


BETTER PROSPECTS IN LOUISIANA. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 23.—The Picayune’s 
Plaquemine (La.) special says: ‘‘The river fell 
two inches last nightand now stands six inches 
below the highest point reached this year. A 
good portion of the new work put on the 
levees, however, has been washed away by 
the waves from the wind of the last few days. 
The President of the police jury has instructed 


the levee inspectors not to relax their vigiiance, 
but to continue their work, believing that the 
river will come up again, notwithstanding the 
crevasses. 

The fine weather of the past week has had a 
beneficial effect on the cane and brought out 
many eyes which were thought to be frozen 
from the cold spell. The outlook for the 
planters is more cheerful.

The Governor of the Choctaw Nation and 
Ohief Mayes of the Cherokees have held a con- 
ference and ealled the attention of the Interior 
Department to the exciting state of affairs.

dians. Itis questionable, however, whether he 
can rid the country of the white settlers, as he, 
has promised the Indians.

ROBERT C. SCHENCK DEAD 


HE SUCCUMBS SUDDENLY TO 
PNBUMONIA. 7 
NOTABLE CAREER AS DIPLOMA1 
AND SOLDIER THAT COVERED NEAR- 
LY A HALF CENTURY. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Gen. Robert Cum« 
ming Sehenck died at 5 o’clock this evening of 
pneumonia at his residence on Massachusetts- 
avenue, just off Thomas Circle. 

It was not until yesterday thatit was known 
that he was seriously ill, but when his friends 
heard of it they were prepared for the worst, 
because of his advanced age. He had been all- 
ing for about two weeks, but attached very 
little importance to his complaint. On Sunday 
last he was out calling with Mr. B. H. Warder, 
formerly of Ohio, but for several! years a well- 
known resident of this city, and seemed in his 
usual health except for a slight bronchia! couch. 
It was not until last Tuesday that it was 
thought necessary to ¢all in a physician. Dr. 
H.C. Yarrow was sent for, and found Gen, 
Schenck suffering from capillary bronchitis. 
Within twenty-four hours limited pneumonia 
of the righs lung set in, and later the left lung 
also became involved. 

Dr. Yarrow called Dr. O’Reilly in consulta- 
tion, and Dr. Lorini was engaged to bein ¢on- 
stant attendance, so that any sudden dancer 
which mightarise might be averted. When 
Dr. Yarrow visited Gen, Schenck this morning 
he found him much worse, and it was discov- 


ered that a diphtheritic exudation was com- 
mencing in the right side of the throat. Ho 
Decame brighter about noon, but from that 
time grew rapidly weaker until the end came. 
His mind was clear and bright to the very last. 
His three daughters, Mrs. Bates, an old friend, 
and Miss Sedgwick were with him at the time 
of his death. 

The funeral arrangements Will be in charge 
ot Mr. Warder. The interment will take place 
at Dayton, Ohio. In view of the diphtheritic 
complications in the case the funeral will he 
strictly private.

Robert C. Schenek figured conspicuously in 
the stirring events that preceded and followed 
the war of the rebellion, and his services to his 
country a8 a member of Congress,.as an officer 
in the army, and in diplomatic missions wiil 
long be gratefully remembered. It was nearly 
fifteen years ago when Mr. Schenck retired to 
private life. Before that he had been in the 
public eye for thirty-five years. His period of 


service covered a great part of the ante-bellum 
agitation, the slavery debates, the acts of seces- 
sion, the war itself, and the efforts ab recon- 
struction, not only in a political and sectional 
sense, but in the larger operations involving tho 
Government’s financial honor which followed 
the rebellion. 

Always aggressive in his public conduct, he 
occupied a position that commended him to the 
admiration of the country, and that won for 
him a reputation abroad. When his Congres- 
sional labors were ended and the fury of the 
fight was over he was assigned to diplomatic 
service, where his life mignt be free irom the 
excitement of stronger days. Among those 
who knew him there was never any donbt of 
his sterling honesty, and all nis faults and mis- 
takes were cheerfully excused on the ground 
that his intentions were never otherwise than 
upright. Mr. Schenck came of old Dutch stock, 
his ancestors having emigrated from Holland 
to New-Amsterdam in 1650. His elder brother 
Was an army ofiicer, and did distinguished 
service also in the navy, finally retiriug with 
the rank of Rear Admiral in 1869. 

Robert Cumming Schenck was born in Frank- 
lin, Ohio, Oct. 4, 1809. He was graduated at 
Miami University in 1827, and remained as @ 
resident graduate and tutor there for throes 
years. He studied law with Thomas Corwin, 
and having been admitted to practice, estad- 
lished himself at Dayton. Quite eariy in his 
professional career he took a lively interest in 
public affwirs, and In 1841 he was elected to the 
Obio Legislature. Readiness in debate, “reat 
wit of speech, and @ substratum of common 
sense’in regard to matters of practical legisla- 
tion soon made him prominent in that boay, 
and suggested his name to his party as a worthy 
candidate for Congressional hunors. Hoe was 
elected to Congress as a Whig, and served con- 
tinuously from 1843 to 1851. He took a prom- 
inent part in all the great debates or that 
period, and served a3 a momber of several 1m- 
portant committees. ; 

Atthe close of his third term in Congress 
President Fillmore appointed him Minister to 
Brazil The appointment was & most fortunate 
one, for at that time important diplomatic nego- 
tiatlons were pending in some of the south 
American countries. Within a year after his 
appointment he arranged, in conjunction with 
John 8. Pendleton, Chargé d@’Affaires to the 
Argentine Republic, a treaty of friendship and 
commerce with the Argenttme Republic, and 
one for the free navigation of the Hiver La 
Plata and its tributaries. With Mr. Pendleton 
also he negotiated treaties with the Govern- 
ments of Uraguay and Paraguay. ‘his mission 
having been aecomplished, he retired from 
ofiice in 1853 and returned home with the de- 
termined purpose ef looking after his privato 
affairs, to the exolusion of public business. 
For several years thereafter he was engaged in 
railroad development and Kindred business in 
Ohio. During this period, however, he was an- 
able to withdraw himself entirely from public 
life, and although holding no ollice, he took 
active and prominent part in the agitation of 
the great questions that then disturbed tho 
country. ; ; 

As soon as war began he offered his services 
to President Lincoln, and received a commis- 
sion as Brigadier General bearing date May 17, 
1861. He was under fire at tue first battle of 
Bull Run. He served in Westerao Virginia under 
Gen. Rosecrans and was ordered to the Shenaa- 
doab Valley to oppose Stonewall Jackson. He 
acquitted bimself with such credit that at Cross 
Keys Gen. Fremont intrusted Lim with the 
command of a division, At the second Bull 
Run he was wounded, the bali shattering his 
right arm and incapacitating him for service 
for some months. During his retirement he re- 
ceived @ commission as Major General, and in 
December, 1862, he took command of the 
Midale Department at Baltimore. After per- 
forming effective service in the Getiysburg 
campaign he resigned his commission in Decem- 
ber, 1863, in order to return to Congress. He 
was immediately appointed Chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, continu- 
ing in that Chairmanship through that Congress 
and until the end of the war. Having been re- 
elected to Congress in 1866 and 1868, he served 
during both of those terms as Chairman of the 
Committees of Ways and Means and of Ord- 
nance. During this period he was recognized as 
leader of the House. < 

Again tiring of Congressional life, he was re- 
lieved in December, 1870, by appointment as 
Minister to Great Britain. He served on the 
Alabama Claims Commission in 1871. His liie 
at the Court of St. James, especially trom 1871 
to 1875, was one of great success, socially as 
well as diplomatically. In his capacity as 
diplomat he had very little to do, and he de- 
voted nis leisure to the cultivation of social re- 
lations, whion brought him infinite pleasure. 
Families of the nobility were glad to welcome 
him to their bouses, and out of the friendships 
thus engendered arose the circumstances 
which resulted alike tn his pleasure and in his 
degradation. He enjoyed the distinguished 
honor of introducing to the members of the Eng- 
lish nobility the American game of draw poker, 
and sueb popularity as that game has since 
attained among the crowned heads and their re- 
lations and dependents is in large measure duos 
to the impetus which it received at the begin- 
ning under his guidance. He put himself to the 
pains of drawing up a set of rules for the game 
for circulation among his friends, and When 
everything else in ——— to Gen. Schenck shail 
have been forgotten, his manual on draw poker 
will survive to preserve his name. The mem- 
orandum of rules which he drew up having at- 
tracted notices beyond the circle for which it, 
was intended, the newspapers made haste to 
get hola of it, and it was published broadcass 
until ‘‘ Poker” Sehenck became almost a house- 
hold name. Gen. Schenck was not at all dis- 
eomtited, but contented himself with explaia- 
ing that the memorandum was intended only 
for private use, and that it expressed bis senti- 
mnenta on the great American game. 

he misfortunes that overtcok Gen. Schenck 
-~while at his postin London were traceable to 
the failare of the Emma Silver Mine Company, 
of which he haa permitted himself to become 
a Director, and whose stook had been widely 
floated both abroad and in this country through 
the influence of his name. Upon bis return 
from England he made his home in Wasbing- 
ton, where nominally, at least, he resumed the 
practice of law. Asa matter of fact, he lived 
there very quietly in a modest but comfortable 
home. About three years ago he sutiered a 
stroke of paralysis, from which recovery was 
very slow. After that, although his health was 
not shattered, he never quite recovered his 
strength. He held aloof from publio affaire, 
emerging only once ortwiee during the pasi 
ten years to ——— himself on questio be- 
fore Congress. Those who approached nim to 
talk of pubiic matters were put off with she 
warning that he was nowon the shelf, and of 
—_ years the public was willing 20 to regas?

ITALY’S GREAT WAR SHIPS 


THE AMERIOAN ORUISERS AT 
SPEZIA, 

OUR OFFICERS GIVEN EVERY CHANCE FOR 

SEEING THE NATION’S NAVAL PROG- 

RESS—INTEREST IN OUR SQUADRON. 


UNITED STATFS STEAMPR YorKtTown, Lro- 
HORN, Italy, Ma¥ch 9.—While the separation 
ofthe squadron on the Italian coast hae pré- 
vented that combination of units, for oxercise 
or drill, which! is-one of the thatir objects of the 
Present cruise, there has Peon no loss thereby, 
but rather gain, The ship routine: of drills 
has in ali cases béen catricd oy 
Bhort cessation of combined ¢6 
more than compensated for 
live obdjéct lessons presented in the 
Italian ships and -arsénals, The Chicago re- 
mained at Spezia until Maréh 6, when she was 
Joined outside the port vy tho Boston and the 
Atlanta, and the three proceeded together to 
Naples. The Yorktown lett Spozia the fellow- 
ing morning and arrived here at ll A.M. The 
run Was nade under easy steam in three boii- 
6ré (three-fourths power) and averaged élteven 
Knots. 

Spezia possesses objects of interest fora naval 
man in the inspection of which five weeks 
might bespent with profit as readily as five 
days. The shorter period is, however, suffictent 
for obtaining a general idea of the work in pro- 
gress and inspecting the water defenses and 
a few of tho armor-clads. Of the latter, 
there were to be seen Practically all of the 
modern Italian navy. The Re Umberto, 
not yet completed, at Castellamare, and 
the Silicia building at Veniee were the only 
exceptions. In addition to the war ships mven- 


tioned in my letter of a week a 0, Which w 
the Duilio, Dandolo, Italia, hewente, Plemnonse, 
and Dovali, an inspection of the dock yard re- 
Vealod the Raggiero di Lauria, Francesco Moro- 
sini, Andrea Doria, Giovanni Bausan, Vesuvio, 
hae dS old Neri erage wo Affondatore, and 
y © Gioja, besides a ho 3 
aud other erott, iMbienenepapamas 
At tho risk of repeating information that has 
been previously published, the following table 
has beet prepared. The Dandolo is practically 
the same asthe Duilio, the Lepanto as the 
Italia, and the Morosini and the Doria as the 
Lauria. The Fieramosea, now at Leghorn, is 
added for comparison: 
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The seven armor-clads represented in the 
above table constitute iu themselves a magniti- 
cent fleet. The gross tonnage displacement is 
81,000, and the total armament 28 guns of 101 
to 105 tons, 2U of six-inch calibre, and 195 
rapid-fire and machine guns. The Re Umberto, 
Bicilia, and Sariezna will still further augment 
the number of Dattie ships, and there are others 
proposed, 

The Sardegna, now on the stooks at Spezia, 
illustrates the type of the three above men- 
tioned. They are of the sume displacement 
as the [Italia and will much resemble 
her. An important modification in the distribu- 
tion of armor bas been decided on since the 
plans were mado. Tho developmest of high 
explosives bas rendered it essential to protect 
thy water line, the loading arrangements, and 
the bases of the turrets or barbettes. Five or 
seven inches of armoris deemed sufficient for 
this purpose. The weight is gained by sacri- 
fices in other particulars, partially by a reduc- 
tion in thickness of the barbette armor, 

lv visiting the naval arsenal the first thing to 
Rtrike one was the eourtesy of the Italian of- 
fivers and their honest desire to show and ex- 
plain everyiuing in the yard. The French at 
‘Toulon were quite the reverse. The arsenal is 
in the northwestern corner of the Gulf of Spezia, 
to the westward of the town. The inclosure is 
rectangular in shape, fronting a haif mile on 
the water and exteuding back three-quarters 
of a wile. There are two basins, separated 
by a draw. In the outer one are ships 
ia commission, or in reserve preparing for 
full commission, and in the inner and larger 
ove vesseis building or undergoing repsire. 
nis latter Dasiv is now being considerably en- 
larged inland, and new docks, canals, and 
boiler shops are in course of construetion or 
neariy completed, There are already four large 
dry docks on the east side of the bagin, two of 
them spacious enough to admit the Italia 
or the Lepanto, bus the new one. is 
in two sections, end on, measuring 
700 feet in total length, and will admit the 
lialia aud Bausan together. This iatter dock is 
practically completed, and -will be ready, for 
use as soon as Water is admitted to the basin. 
The exisiing dry docks are in constant use. On 
the day of our visit they contained the Castel- 
tidardo, Flavio Gioja, Morosini, and Bausan, 

Tho new boiler saops will be of immense 
size, and will be accessible from the basin by 
acansal leading within the building. Boilers 
can thus be floated in or cutat will. Passing 
around the head of the basin to the west side 
the next object of interest was a hydrauliy 
crane of 140 tons’ capacity. From the 
craneheag a vertical bydraulic cylinder ex- 
tended downward, aud the piston rod, project- 
ing veyond, afforded meaus for attaching the 
weight. Boilers and guog for ships of the 
Italia class are thus handled with ease. 

The Italia herself, wearing the flag of Rear 
Admirai Count Lovera, lay just beyond. When 
asked if the American officers could be shown 
through the snip, he replied: “I do not want to 
gay 10, but lum afraid to say yes. The slip is 
that dirty with the navy yard workmen aboard, 
I am sure they will be shocked.’”’- The visit 
was made, nevertheless, and the inspection 
failed to show any cause for alarm beyond the 
usual disorder incident to vessels in the hands 
of dockyard unthorilties. 

The principal changes under way wero the 
sudstitution of Armstrong rapid-fire guns for 
the ola ones of six-inch calibre. The ship has 
been often described. Neverthelose, a personal 
visit couveys more thaa any amount of read- 
ing. The Italia is the largest and most power- 
ful armor-clad afioat to-day. Sbe will be 

equaled by the Italian battle ship now building, 
und by the proposed new English armor-clads. 
With her 800 officers and men ehe ts a veritable 
village, and ove in whieh the streets are 
named and numbered, too—that is, below decks 
there are signs and arrows pointing forward

The guna are 
protested by 4.5-Inch sieel shields, within 
which the spare charges are stowed until re- 
quired for wee, The Armstrong breech plug is 
m shape a cylinder, surmounted aft by u trun- 
cated cons. The interrupted threads of one 
section alternate with the blanks of the other. 
A hinge movement entirely closes the piug, and 
the forward movement 18 dispensed with A 
turn of the lever engages the threads and locks 
the breech. Tho firiug apparatus is elec- 
trical, and operated vy «a asmuil battery 
carried alongside the carriage. The connections 
are 80 arranged as to be broken when the lover 
is turned to open the breech, makiug ft impos- 
sibie to tire unless the threads are engagod. A 
firing key in the hand of the gun Captain com- 
pietes the cireult. For nigbt-work, the points 
and notches of the sights are provided with the 
most minute incandescent filaments, showing 
clearly the line of sight, The after light can be 
prea: Ae and used to iiumiae the bar in set- 
ting the sight. 

While on the subject of electrical appliances, 
it will not be anitss to refer to the signal sys- 
tem in use in the French and Italian navies. 
Four lamps are strung on a backatay abreast 
the topmast, and so arranged,each with two 
buibs anid two shades, as to show red or white 
at the will of the operator. The switch box 
contains a key or switch for each letter of the 
alphabet and afew ether conventional signals, 
and each switch makes a different combisation 
of the four lights. When it 1s added that each 
switch is marked with its appropriate letter or 
number, and the combination it produces, 
ee is seen to be a remarkably simple 
affair. 

For reading, it cannot be hard to learn the 
combination used, and the great recommenda- 
tion 1s the rapidity. Each letter is made by the 
simple closing of its appropriate switeh, where- 
as in the Morse eode the aumber of movemeuts 
for a single symbol varies from one to seven. 
Another advantage is that the whole combina 
tion is before the eye of the receiver at a glance, 
whereas in the Morse code, when the combina- 
tion of the one to seven flaskes of one, two, or 
three lights is finished, the receiver, if net pos- 
sessed with remarkable concentration, has for- 
gotten the beginning. Exactly the samv remarks 
apply when comparing the semaphore with its 
various combinations of two arms, and tne 
wig-wag flag witn its successive waves to the 
rignt, left, and front. The value of the Morse 
code 10 telegrapbie communication mast not be 
overlooked. Our signalmen could seon learn 
to telegraph, and shore operators could be made 
use of in the fleet. It is perhaps possible to 
apply the Morse code to the French signal-lignt 
system and to a modified semaphore, and thus 
reap the advanteges of all the systems. 

Beyond the Arsenal, to the southward, is the 
little port and basin of San Vito. Here are 
ordpance workshops and shell foundries. 
Hotohkiss six-pounders are being made and old 
ten to twelve inch Armstropg mauzzle- 
loaders are being converted into breech- 
londiug rifled mortars, In the basin are 
found twenty torpedo boats and outside 
are the two steam pontons Castore and Pol- 
lues, mounting each a 120-ton Krupp gun, 
for harbor defense. These vessels were built in 
1888 at Sir William Armstrong’s establishment, 
at Pozzuoh, near Naptes. They are 115 feet in 
length, 37 feet in breadth, and draw 9.5 feet. 
Their displacement is 530 tons. They are pro- 
vided with triple expansion engines and twin 
screws, and can steam eight knots. 

On the opposite or eastern side of the Gulf, 

some two miles from the ursenal, are the work- 
shops, basins, aud magazines of San Bartolo- 
moo. The place is given up principally to the 
storage of torpedoes and submarine mines, and 
to torpedo and electrical workshops. On the 
racks in the storehouse are places for 740 
Whitebead torpedoes, and there are 500 in 
stock. The total number inthe kingdom is said 
to be 1,200. There are rauges for torpedo prac- 
tices and numerous cages tor discharge. The 
latter are lowered into the water and 
pointed, and a trigger snd lanyard are used 
to start the mechanism. A torpedo was 
fired at a sixty-foot target some 250 yards 
distant, but failed to hit it, The eourse as 
traced by the bubbles at the surface seemed to 
be sinuous, directed at first to the left of the 
target and then curvingand passing to the 
right. The contrast between this praetice and 
thot of the Howell torpedo, mentioned in a re- 
cept letter, was very warked. ‘Ihe Héwell 
never swerves, cannot swerve, in fact, as long 
as the wheel 1s epinning, and when tired in still 
water goes absolutely in the line in which it is 
aimeil. 
A novel and useful application of the fish 
torpedo for harbor defense is found in the con- 
struction of batteries of discharge cages. These 
can be transported to any locality, lowered into 
the water, and trained on certain bearings, aud 
the torpedoes discharged at the will of the ob- 
server. Material also exists for a complete 
scheme of harbor defense by submarine mines, 
The mines are charged with 200 pounds each 
of gun eotton and are kept in readiness 
for use, with ail the neeessar eables, 
buoys, and other appliances. special 
form of ponton 85 by 20 feet, with 
flat bottum and square, turned-up ends, and 
mounting a derrick, is used for laying the 
mines. Working from both sides of the harbor, 
itis said that in two hours’ time everything 
could be in readiness for immediately running 
out and laying the mines and making the nec- 
essary connections. To the southward of San 
Bartolomeo, at Maralunga Point, are mounted 
two sixty-seven-ton Armstrong guus On disap- 
pearing carriages, and four six-inch breecn- 
oading rifles. On the opposite side of the bar- 
bor are two 110-ton guns. 

A short distanee inland from San Bartolomeo 
are the proving grounds of Muggiano, where 
heavy guns and armor pilates are tested. The 
sevond of the Doria’s four guns 1s now undergo- 
ing its final trial. Experiments are also in 
progress to determine the eftect of fire at ex- 
treme train aft on the Doria’s deck and super- 
structure. A model has Deen ereeted in imita- 
tion and one or two shots have been fired. De- 
tailed results were not obtained owing te the 
departure of the Chicago and Yorktowa, but it 
is understood that the structure was very much 
shatiered, It is pretty certain that none of 
these heavy guns will be fired on the fore-and- 
aft line, except in the gravest emergency. 

Steam trials of the Doria have been in prog- 
ress within the week. Under natural draught 
she attained a speed of 15.2 knots and indi- 
cated 7,600 horse power. Under forced draught 
it is expected to attain 17 knots and 10,000 
horse power. The total number of workmen 
employed in all the arsenais about Spezia is 
5, 0Q0. 

The German ships mentioned last week gave 
place, on the eve of our departure,to the 
Kaiser (flag) and the Irene, the latter wearing 
the pennant of Post Capt. Prince rae {| of 
Prussia. The three armor-clads date from 1874 
but the Irene Was built at Stettin in 1887, and 
is a powerful, partially-protected cruiser of 
4,400 tons. Her Captain, Prince Henry, is 
degcribed as oxceedingly popular and a fine 
salior, He is the lite of the navy and 
iakes an absorbing interest in it, as his 
brother does in the army. Tre present scheme 
of building up the navy is his production, con- 
jointly with the late Count von Monts, Miuister 
of Marine. It contemplates the addition of 
twenty-cight vessels of different classes in the 
next five years. The Prince was exceedingly 
interested in the Yorktown, ayd spent some 
time aboard. The engines seemed to please 
bim specially, and on his return to his own 
ship heseatover his chief engineer to exam- 
ine them carefuily. 

Leghora possesses the fine shipyard of the 
Orlendo Brothers, where the Lepanto and other 
craft were built. Their most recent produc- 
tion is the Fieramosca, which has been turned 
over to the Government, but is still here; the 
Etruria, Umbria, and Aretusa are now on the 
socks. 

The Yorktown will receive here about 250 
tons of ceal, and expects to leave on the after- 
noon of the 11th for Civita Vecchia and Castel- 
lamare. Possibly no stop will be made at the 
former place. Q.

WHAT A LABORBR HAS TO PAY 
FOR HIS TINWARE, 
SHOULD THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMIT- 
TE&EK’S BILL PASS HE WILL HAVE TO 

PAY EVEN MORE. : 


One of the most vexatious features of the 
clause relating to the increase of duty on tinned 
Plate, as contained in the tariff schedule pre- 
pared by the Republican Ways aud Means 
Committee ef the House, is its application to 
tinware—to those thousand and one articlas 
which are hourly used in every household in 
every quarter of the country. While the pro- 


| posed tariff of 2.2 cents would affect all those’ 


who consuthe canned foods and all those who 
believe that houses with roofs are desirable in 
our uncertain climate, the tax upon domestic 
utensils will affect evory one, from the miner, 
whose bhat-lamp will cost him more, to the most 
famous restaurateur in the land, 

The present tariff adds very appreciably to 
the cost of the least expensive article made 
of tin plate, while the proposed tariff will more 
than double this expense. As tinned plate in 
the manufacture of the ware enters into the 
consideration of this side of the question, the 
former must be regarded entirely as a raw 
material, and in proportion te the quantity of 
it thatis used in an article the purchaser is 


_ taxed by the protectionist Government. The 


proposed tariff therefore will weigh particular- 
Jy heavily upon the manufacturers of tinware, 
and may, in oase it is adopted, stop a large 
alount of the exportations which now are a 
very important part of the great tinware manu- 
facturing interests of this country. 

One of the most important of these compa- 
nies has its headquarters in this olty. A few 
days ago, after the Ways and Means Committee 
proposed its extraordinary increase of taxation 
in tinned plate, one of the largest stockholders 
said: “The amount by which the present duty 
raises the wholesale price varies from 5 per 
cent., in the ease of a tea kettle, to quite 23 
per cent., in the case of a small dairy pan. The 
tariff is most excessive on stamped ware, which 


is made at a single oporation ip one piece, the 
tinned plate being the principal item of ex- 
pense, This sometimes raises the expense to 
37 per cent. of the cost of production, 

“The ware kuown as ‘pieced’ is made by 
several distinct operations. the various parts 
being made by machinery and soldered to- 
gether by hand labor. It is evident that in this 
class of goods the labor cost will be much 
yreater thanin stamped ware. which requires 
ewer distinet operations. In the class of goods 
known #8 pieced ware the plate would contrib- 
ute on the average about 55 per cent, of the 
cost, a8 against 85 per cent. in the case of 
stamped ware. It may be easily understoud 
that the tariff lays a more heavy exaction 
upon the Jatter cluss of goods than upon the 
former. The cheaper articles of househoid 
utensils belong to the stamped ware class, and 
the conclusion is inevitable that the tariff bears 
most heavily upon the poorest consumers, 

“The goods of this class which are purchased 
by the poor man are never highly finished, and 
the labor cost amounts to practically nothing 
for each article in comparison to the price of 
the tin, which 1s casily four-fifths of the cost, 
and upen which the protectionist Government 
now demands 36 per éent. ad valorem, which 
it is proposed to increase to nearly 85 per cent. 
fur the benefit of afew men whose greed must 
be satisfied or they will not contribute to the 
Republican campaign fund,” 

he tariff, under the present apportionment, 
raises the wholesale price of stamped ware 
about 23 per cent. and of pieced ware only 
about 10 per cent. The apogecee list, com- 
posed of the household and dairy utensils in 
the most ordinary use, will show the extent 
which the present tariff on tinned plate in- 
creases the retail price of each article over what 
it might be sold for in case tinned plate were 
free, and to what extent the proposed bill will 
increase the retail price. The lst is made up 
of stamped ard pleced ware, and in each in- 
stance the most inexpefisive article is taken, so 
that the list may be regarded as fairly repre- 
senting the kind of tinware which the ordinary 
purchaser would bay:

It will be somewhat interesting to compile a 
list of tinware, based upon these prices, 
which may be verified in almost any large 
hardware store, in the above table. There 
would be a coffee pot, two sauce pans, one col- 
ander, a tea k+ttle, a wash boiler, four bread 

ans, & lard puil, which may be used also for a 

utter kettle, a wash basin, four pie plates, and 
a dinner kettle. These things may now be bought 
for $3 18. Ifthere were po tariff, they would 
only cost $2 86. If the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee’s proposed bill becomes a law, they will 
cost at least $3 65. 

The farmer, however, has to provide himself 
with other tinware than mere kitchen utensils. 
He would be compelled to pay 3 cents more on 
each four-quart dairy pan, 3 cents more on 
exch four-quart dairy pail, 4 cents more tor 
each ten-quart dairy pan, 4 cents more for each 
milk strainer, 3 cents wore for each 61x-quart 
milk kettle, than if the Republicans did not 
expend so much energy in ‘‘protecting” him. 

The Ways and Means Committee’s bill would 
more than double each one of these increases, 
and, with this basis to count up on, the farmer 
map “figure up” for himself how much it costs 
him annually to vote the Republican ticket. 

It shouid be remembered that at the most 
there are not more than twoscore of persons in 
this country who wish tosce the tariff advanced 
to 2.2 cents a pound on tin plate. To benefit 
these persons the millions of gonsumers would 
be compelled to pay 4 cents a pound for sheet 
steel which has not been tinned, landed in this 
elty, while it would be possible, were the con- 
sumers considered by the protectionists, to ob- 
tain the sheet steel, tinned and landed here, for 
3 conts @ pound.

WHEN THE POLICE ARE NOT LOOKING 
THE JERSEY CENTRAL GOES AHEAD. 


A pitched battle between the Jersey City 
authorities, represented by the police, and the 
New-Jersey Central Railroad Company, repre- 
sonted by its laborers, is one of the probdabili- 
ties of the near future. The trouble is over the 
State’s grant to the city in the South Cove. 
There seems to be little doubt that the railroad 
company contemplates the forcible seizure of 
it. The grant, as already explained in Tup 
New YorK TIMES, covers about 8 acres of 
meadow land, the partisular value of which is 
that it has a water front that may in time be of 
service. The city has now, in all of its great 
stretch of water front, but a single doek for 
public uses. 

The New-Jersey Central, before the attention 
of the city officials had been called to the con- 
dition of affairs there, laid its tracks upon a 
part of the erant. The city to prevent further 
invasion sent a force of men down to the cove, 
fenced the “ grant” in, and then stationed a 
force of policemen there to look after the fence. 
When the police were not looking the com- 
pany’s men tore down twenty-tive yards of the 
fence, and then the Street and Water Board di- 
rected the removal of the company’s tracks 
from the grant. 

Application was at once made to Judge 
Knapp for a writ of certiorari agatnst the 
board, and the board was restrained from re- 
moving any of the tracks, or from interfering 
with the use of the property by tbe railroad 
company till the further order of the court. 

The police turned their backs upon the place 
again on Saturday afternoon last, and almost 
immediately a gang of railroad laborers 
swarmed over it They were deployed along 
the fence on the west side of Hudson-street, 
about two feet apart. At a signal from their 
foreman each man grabbed the frail structure, 
and in a single jerk about 160 feet™mere of 
the fence came down. The City a orities 
had assumed that the company would cease its 
axgressions pending the decision of the matter 
in thecourt. This incident showed them their 
error, and the police are on guard again.

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PRINCETON WANTS A SHARE

UPPOSING ADRAIN'S. BILL TO 
AID KUTGERS: 
CLAIMS THAT THE LATTER COLLEGE IS 
ALWAYS FAVORED — THE BALBOT- 
REFORM BILL STILL DELAYED. 


TRENTON, March 23.—The investigation of the 
ballot-box frauds and the discussion over the 
Bailot Reform bill have been superseded in 
public interest within the last few days by the 
freshly -atroused fivilty between Prin¢eton 
and Rutgers Colleges—thé chief seminaries of 
It has been brought to 
conspicuous notice by Senator Adrain’s bill, 
now pending in the House, for the payment 
out of the State school fund to Rutgers of a 
twélv6-thousand-doliar annuity for scholatships 
in the State Agtioultural College. The bill was 
sliding along very neatly till one day near tho 
middie of last week a Princeton man atarted a 
hue and cry against it, and since that time the 
local papers all over thé State have giveh moré 
or less attention to it. 

In 1862 Congress passed an act giving pub- 
lic lands to the various States which wouwlé 
provide colleges for the benetit of agriculture 
and the mechanical arts. The purpose of tho 
act was to found and endow colleges ‘‘where 
the leading object should be, without exclud- 
ing other seientific and classical studies and 
without excluding military tacties, to teach 
such branches of learning as are related to 
agriculture and the mechanical arts in stich 
manner as the Legislature of the State might 
prescrihe in order to promote the liberal and 
practical education of thé industrial classes in 
the several professions and pursuits in life,” 

An apportionment of lané of 30,000 acres for 
each member of Congfess was made to each 


State. New-Jersey obtained 210,000 aeres 
under this law, upon which about $100,000 was 
realized. By thie act of April 13, 1864, the in- 
come of the fund was directed to be paid to the 
Trustees of Rutgers College for the salaries of 
teaehers in that branch of the college known as 
Rutgers Scientific School, which by the act was 
designated as the State Agricultural College. 
The act also required Rutgers to erect addi- 
tional buildings and to furnish a suitable tract 
of land tor experiméntal farming. Forty 
scholarships were made free to students from 
the several counties of the State. According to 
the report of the coilege for 1888 436 students 
have attended the institution, and 136 of them 
have graduated. There are $3 students in the 
school, 63 of them having a free scholafshi 

Senator Adrain’s bill establishing $12,000 
worth of new free seholafships is for Kutgers’ 
benefit, because she happens to have this agri- 
cultural college under her wing. Prineeton 
comes along, not, as her advocates declare, to 
antagonize Rutgers, but ‘with the claim that 
she éhould at least share the bounty of the 
State equally with Rutgers. A Princeton 
Trustee writes that she is as well equipped, to 
say the least, as Rutgers is for the work con- 
templated by the act, and as much entitled to 
aid from the State. 

**Rutgers,” lhe goes on, “has always received 
largo contributions from the public funds; 
Princeton never. Both colleges were appli- 
cants for the fund appropriated to the State by 
the National Government for the establishment 
of agricultural eglleges. The application of 
Princeton was refused and that of Rutgers 
granted. Twoor three years ago Rutgers ap- 
plied for $30,000 to build a chemical labora- 
tory; it was granted, Princeton graduates, then 
members of the Legislature, voting forit. Now 
eomes a demand for $12,000 annually, ostensi- 
bly for seholarships in the Agricultural College, 
for which there is necessity, but really to pro- 
vide education in advanced science for a select 
tew boys from the several Assembly districts in 
the State, and to pay Rutgers College that 
amount of mouey ry for doing it, and virt- 
ually granting that college an endowment of 
$250,000 by which to enable her to maintain 
four additional professorships.” 

The Trustee, continuing his argument in op- 
position to the bill, says that, although Prines- 
ton bears the name of the State—its charterea 
title being ‘*The College of New-Jersey’’—State 
aid was refused her when her halls were twice 
desolated by fire, and concludes his plea by as- 
serting that this system of favoritism ought to 
stop, and that Princeton should have the offi- 
ciat recognition her greatness entitles her to. 

Mr. Adrain fs a resident of New-Brunswick, 
where Rutgers ts situated, and he has succeéded 
in pushing the Dill through the Senate. The un- 
expected opposition Princeton offers is a seri- 
cus impediment to its passage in the House. It 
is of doubtful constitutionality anyhow. The 
State Constitution declates that it sha)! not be 
competent for the Legtslature to borrow, ap- 
propriate, or use the State school fand, or any 
part thereof, for any other purpose than that of 
supporting the public free schools of the State, 
“under any pretense whatever.” 

Gov. Abbett’s inaugural suggéstion for the 
reltef of the State from her financtal embar- 
rassment had the flavor of an attack on the 
school fund, but it avoided the constitutional 
inhibition by taking the money that had gone 
to the increasing of the school fand before it 
reached the hands of the Schoo! Fund, Commis- 
sioners. ft diverts the moneys recelved from 
the sale of riparian lands to use for ordinary 
State purposes. The proposition was received 
with no favor, but Gov. Abbett nas succeeded 
in whipping it through both houses, aud it has 
becomé a law by receiving his signature. The 
act takes away about $125,000 per year from 
the principal of the school money, and by the 
same amount swells the fund at the disposal of 
wasteful Legislatures. 

The morning after the all-night sesston of the 
Jotnt Baliot-Reform Committee,Senator Martin, 
who ts its spokesman to thé public, handed a 
slip of paper with these words on it to the press 
correspondents: 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this committee 
be anthorized to communicate to the press that the 
final draft of the bill under consideration is being 
prepared and will be reported tothe Législature 
@arly next week. 

This resolution is at the most entire variance 
from the rest of the information that has — 
to the public concerning the deliberations o 
the committee. The information that the com- 
mittee at their all-night meeting of Thursday 
was dead-locked by a straight party division 
en the question of the distribution of official 
ballots before election, 1s upon the best author- 
jty, and indicates radical and irreconcilable 
differences that have so far prevented agree- 
ment. There is no concealing the fact that 
those who are most actively promoting and 
urging the passage of a ballot reform measure 
entertain no very high hope of one being 
enacted at the present segsion of the houses. 
Intimations are given out, however, that the 
Repubiieans will waive the point of a distribu- 
tion of ballots before election to sectira the 
enactment of some kind of a law on the subject, 
and leave its perfection to coming Legislatures. 
Gov. Abbett, in his inaugural, declared that he 
would not be strenuous in his insistment of the 
distribution of ballots before election day, 
but his representatives on the committee show 
no disposition to yield one inch of the ground 
they have assumed in the discussions. 1t was 
said some time ago that they had offered to 
eompromise with a clause limiting the ante- 
eleetion distribution to the giving out of a sin- 
gle ballot at a time, but nothing has been heard 
ef it tm the late rumors that have come 
from the committes room, and it looks as 
though that particular point in the bill waa 
as far from a settlement as ever. The commit-. 
tee promised at the close of the session a week 
ago to have the Dill in readiness early last 
week as solomniy as they are promising to have 
one in readiness early this week. The promises 
was oot realized then; it is taken with many 
grains of allowance now. 

The impression gains ground thatthe delays 
in the presentation of the bill are to prevent 
tts enactment in time to reach the approaching 
eharter election in Jersey City. [tis conceded 
that when enacted it will change the method 
of the appointment of election officers. The 
Jersey City ring do not want any interfer- 
ence with their contemplatrd reappointment 
of the rascals who dia such bold work for thom 
at the polls last Fall 

There is not much room for doubt that the 
ting there are debating whether it is safe to 
employ the methods of last Fall again to carry 
thetr candidate for the Mayoralty through this 
Spring. The uncertainty as to who this candai- 
date may eventually be and what the result of 
the election has delayed action upon oneof the 
most important bills, in a local way, before the 
Legislature. Under the new charter, as it is 
called, Mayor Cleveland has the right, at the 
expiration of his term, to appoint the officers 
or the City Government for the next two 
years. He may thus give a color and direc- 
tion to the administration of his successor

An act which made it 
impusstble to convict for poot selling on the race 
tracks was passed some years ago, but it was 
recently made void by a decision rendered by 
Juage Dixon. When Mr. Kalish’s bill reached 
the Senate, it was seen that it afforded an op- 
portunity for amendment that would legalize 
the selling of pools again at the Summer race 
tracks on which it permits horse racing. “A. J. 
Cassatt, who is largely interested in the Mon- 
mouth Park Race Course, is said to have insist- 
ed that sueh an amendment should be added to 
it by the Senate.

M. Taine’s many references to Arthur 
Young’s travels, descriptive of the condi- 
tion of France just before the social revo- 
lution, have brought the great English agri- 
culturist’s name into recent prominence. 
The present volume edited by Mr. Bentham 
Edwards, has the advantage of permitting 


samparisons between agricultural France | 


of a hundred years ago and its condition to- 
day. A 

Arthur Young, born in 1741, and whose 
useful life was extended to 1820, was 
worthy of the line inscribed on his tomb- 
steye: “Genius, talent, worth, lie buried 
here.” Highly educated, he had such ad- 
yantage as money could give him. Fired 
with the desire of benefiting his country as 
an agriculturist, he may have wasted his 
fartune in “the three thousand unsuccess- 
fui experiments” he is said to have made, 
but England and the world were gainers 
hy the work he did. His “Annals of Agri- 
eulture” willaltways beconsidered as among 
the most remarkable of works. Youngis not 
to be thonght of as an agriculturist alone. 
He was proficient in nolitico-economies at 
atime when few understood Adam Smith. 
He was a man gifted in many ways and 
shrewd. As any one can see who reads 
this book of travels, he seizes on the main 
point of his subject and shows the qualities 
of a statesman. Arthur Young’s style is 
excellent. He does not write ponderously 
nor in a stilted manner. He shows, too, 
little traits of human nature which are ad- 
mirable, and at once you see you have to do 
with a man who had the keenest sympathy 
for others, and one, too, who had a fair 


amount of true English liberalism in him, 
ot a time when such sentiments were 
arely permissible. 

These journeys to France were made by 
Arthur Young in order that he might find 
across the Channel methods of agriculture 
which could be used advantageously in 
England. The troubles in France, happen- 
ing then, and recorded by him as an eye 
Witness, render what he wrote during 
1787-9 of vast historical interest. Hav- 
ing for friends in France many of the 
noblesse, he had an opportunity of judging 
social conditions in the same way as did 
our own Gouverneur Morris, and of the two 
Artaur Young is perhaps just alittle more 
republican than the New-York gentleman. 

The first token of the waste of means in 
France, as it strikes Young, is when he 
visits Chantilly. Americans who may have 
witnessed races there to-day must have 
beon struck with the magnificence of the 
Chantilly stables. Around Chantilly, in 
Young’s time, the Princes of Condé had the 
rights to the forest, which were 100 miles 
in circumference, and the peasants were 
not allowed to interfere with the game, no 
matter how much their crops were de-- 
stroyed. At Versailles he sees the King 
invest the little Duke of Berri with the 
cordon bleu. “How stupid it is,” writes 
Young, “to give a babe a blue slobbering 
bib!” The Englishman notes that, taking 
the road out of Paris, he expected to see a 
certain amount of traffic, but “it is 
as a desert compared with those [the 
roads; around London.” In. ten miles 
he met not one stage or diligence, 
only two messageries, and very few chaises, 
“not a tenth of what would have been met 
had we been leaving London at the same 
hour.” Visiting other cities of France, he 
finds the same thing, and writes: ‘ Circula- 
tion is stagnant in France. * * * The 
French must be the most stationary people 
upon earth; when in a plate, they must rest 
without a thought of going to another; or 
the English must be the most restless, and 
find more pleasure in moving from one 
piace to another, than in resting to enjoy 

ife in either.” 

At Limoges, where Arthur Young was 
kubdwn, he was asked to be present at a 
meeting of an agricultural society. He 

. knows by heart what is the general useful- 
ness ef such associations, whether in France 
or England. ‘‘They meet, converse, offer 
oremiums, and publish nonsense.” At 
Toalouse he visits the vaults of the Corde- 
liers and sees’ the remains of those pre- 
served from corruption through five cent- 
uries, but he believes that ‘‘the voracity of 
a common grave is preferable.” At Nar- 
bonne he notices that grain is freed from 
the straw in the true Biblical method, 
mules and horses being driven on a trot 
around a centre, a woman holding the 
reins, and another with a whip urgingonthe 
beasts. Just here comes in one of those 
shrewd remarks Young is always making. 
On the road the women, who are bare- 
footed, are walking; ‘but,’ he writes, 
“if their feet are poorly clad they have the 

superb consolation of walking upon mag- 
nificent causeways.” There were many in- 
congruities of this same kind. Here were 
broad, admirably-constructed, immense 
sauseways connecting towns, with nobody 
traversing them, and terribly bad inns, 
‘* What traveler, with his person surrounded 
by the beggarly tilth ef an inn and with his 
senses offended, will not condemn such in- 
consistencies as folly and will not wish 
for more comfort and less appearance of 
splendor?” As much, then, as he admired 
French highways he could not free his mind 
from the fact that the roads and bridges had 
been built by means of very unjust taxa- 
tion, and that the last penny had been 
wrung from the peasant. 

Arthur Young likes his joke at times, and 
when Frenchmen who ought to know better 
bother bim with stupid questions he gives 
them queer xeplios, Somebedy asks him 
where he comes from, and he says, “ China,” 

nd accepting that, the man asks, “How 

aris China?” Young says, ‘ Two hundred 

leagues.” “ Diable, c’est yn grand chemin.” 
Then the stupid asks Young if there are 
any rivers in England, and, having been 
told there were none at all, said: ‘“‘Ah 
ma foi, c’est bien triste.” At Lau- 
dres, the traveler sees a castle on a rock 
where prisoners, sent there by leiires de 
cachet, are confined. Young inveighs.against 
this wickedness. ‘Oh liberty, liberty! 
aud yet this in the mildest Government of 
any considerable country in Eurape, our 
own excepted! The dispensations of Provi- 
dence svem to have permitted the human 
race to exist culy as the prey of tyrants, as 
it has made pigeons the prey of hawks.” 

Our Englishman is a beef eater, carniv- 
orous, and he does not understand the 
French vegetarian diet. He is at Leyrac, 
and tells us that Leyrac only kills five 
oxen in the year, ‘whereas an English 
town with the same population weuld con- 
sume two or three oxen a week.” He sees 
oxen plowingthe ground between the rows 
of vines and says that the great Jethro 
Hull took from here his idea of horse-hee- 
ing corn. As to Bordeaux, he compares it 
with Liverpool, and gives the palm to Bor- 
deaux. It is a dirty French city, but of 

reater commercial importance. ‘Things 

ave changed since Arthur Young’s time. 

* Young has for traveling companion the 

Count de la Rochefoucauld, and the Count 
is 111 with fever and has medical advice: 

“The best physician in the place was called 
in, whose coaduct [ liked much, for he Dad re- 

course to very little physic, but much attention 
to Keep bis apartment cool and airy, and 
seemed to have great confitenee in leavin; 
nature to throw off the malady that oppresse 
per. Who isit that says there is a grout differ- 
ence between a cond physician ana a bad one ? 
Yot very littie between a good one and none at 
all.” 

Ohambord, which Young prefers to Ver- 
sailles for its nataral beauty, he admires 
in a certain way. He describes an inclosure 
of 20,000 arpvats, within a high wall, 
abounding with game, buthe adds *‘great 
tracts are waste. I could not help think- 
ing that if the King of France ever formed 
the idea of estabiishing one comiJlete and 
yerfoct farm under the turnip culture of 

Engiana here is the place for it.” The bar- 

racks Young thinks would make fine stails 

for cattle, and the value of the wood would 
stock the farm, ; 

»Some old-fashioned ideas are introduced 

of a oenvivial character, which must be 

overlooked to-day. At Liancourt Yonng 
gives a charming account of the hospitality 

there and of its chatelaine. There is a 

hunting party and the regulation carouse 

after it, where the Duchess’s champagne 1s 
unished. ‘A man,” writes this henest 
nglishman, “is not worth hanging that 
does not drink a little too much on such 
occasions, mais prenez y garde; repeat it too 
often, and make it a mere drinking patty, 
the lustre of the pleasure fades, gnd you 
became what was an English fox hunter.

In 1787 the agriculturist has his first 
awakening as to the Revolution in France. 
He tells us “of a Court buried in pleas- 
ure and dissipation, a great ferment 
among all ranks of men, a strong leaven 
ot liberty increasing every hour since 
the American Revolution”; altogether 
a combination of circumstances ‘that 
promises ere long to ferment into mo- 
tion, if some master hand of very supe- 
rior talents and inflexible conrage is not 
found at the helm to gnide events in- 
stead of being driven by them.” —§ It 
is in 1789 that he sory he crisis 
and, as M. Taine does to-day, over 
one hundred years ago Arthur Young 
wonders that a whole order of men 
“undergo prosoripsoh, suffer like sheep 
without making the least etfort to resist the 
attack.” Itis one side that wields all the 
weapons, and not a single ripaste is given. 
“ Isit pot wonderful,” Young writes in 1789, 
“that while the press teems with the most 
leveling and even seditious principles, 
nothing in reply appears, and not the least 
step is taken by the Court to restrain the 
extreme licentiousness of publication ?” 
Young visits the Trianon and deems it 
not exactly an extended baby house, only 
as being too crowded, Hereturns to Eng- 
land, having with him a French doll for 
his little girl, and he says that gives him 
more pleasure than seeing Versailles, In 
his last trip to France—1789—matters have 
culminated. In order to travel without in- 
terruption Young had to sport a cpckada. 
At the conclusion of the volume is te be 
found that famous BODeE ‘of Young’s ‘On 
the Revolution_of -France,” which shows 
above all how deep a thinker the man was. 
He had almost the gift of prophecy. As a 
study of the past, written by a liberal- 
minded man, we know of no volume more 
interesting than these travels.

—The second volume of Donald G. Mitch- 
ell’s *‘ English Lands, Letters, and Kings” 
is nearly ready at the Scribners’, and em- 
braces the period from Elizabeth to Anne, 
or from Shakespeare to Swift. 

—Mr. T. 8. Perry has translated from the 
French of Imbert de Saint-Amand a series 
of memoirs of three famous women, Marie 
Antoinette, Josephine, and Marie Louise. 
Each sketch will be brought out as a sep- 
arate volume by Charles Scribner’s Son. 


—Houghton, Mifflin & Co. announce anew 
edition in one volume of the life of Louis 
Agassiz by his widow. 

—Of William O’Brien’s novel the Athe- 
meum says: ‘It is rumored that Messrs.

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THE BATTLE OF LIFE DESCRIBED BY 
THE REV. MR. NEWTON. 


The Rev. R. Heber Newton preached at his 


sixth-street, yesterday, for the first timein 
three weeks. His congregation was a largo 
ope. The textof the morning discourse was 
taken from the twelfth chapter, seventh verse 
of Revelation: “There was war in heaven; 
Michael and his angels fought against the 
dragon.” 

“The battle of life,” said Mr. Newton, ‘is 
typified by tho vision of the seer, Throughout 
that conflict we ses struggling together the two 
forces, the angelic and the diabolic. The battle 
that we know is, indeed, the struggle of these 
two, both being humaninform. The conflict is 
the meeting of the subhuman and the super- 
human in the human, bebinad us being all those 
forces which tend to drag us backward, above 
us and before us that power which reaches 
down toraiseusup. It is the spiritual on the 
one hand, the material on the other, the angelic 
against the brutal. 

“ The battle of life 1s the strife in nature and 
in man between the higher life opening out 
from every actual attainment and the lower 
life into which it ever tends to lapse; the strug- 
gie of creation which carries within it yearn- 
ings forward, toward the supernatural, the 
superhuman, and a gravitation baekward into 
the unnatural, the subhuman. The great 
philosopher of physical science has given us 
the double law of life—the presence and action 
in every organism of two contradictory tenden- 
cies. The bacteria, which modern medicine 
teaches us are the sources of most of the fatal 
diseases, are simply the type of the multitudl- 
nous host of lower organisms which are ever in- 
vading the body and ever threatening to drag 
it back into the mere food for worms. 

“So, in politics, two tendencies always show 
themselves—a yearning up into the realm of 
ethics, a striving to be just, brotherly, and 
Christian, to live by principles, and politics, 
lapsing backward into the realm of physics, 
tempted to make of government a brute force, 
the sway of the strongest, to fashion policies in 
which right is might. Man at large has left far 
behind bim the era of the nomad—yet whole 
families tend backward into the condition of 
the tramp, the modern counterpart of the 
nomad. Man at large ought to have left behind 
him the bedouin sheik, but there are classes in 
our Community which are as distinctively rob- 
ber classes a3 any bedouin sheik. 

“There is in the Church a steady set toward 
a higber form of religion, toward truer thought, 
nobler aspiration, and more ethical morais— 
but there is always working by its side the re- 
actionary tendency backward into mere eccle- 
sliasticism, priesthood, superstition, formalism, 
bigotry.”

According’to our Washington dispatches 
this morning, the Coinage Committee of 
the House is prepared to report in favor, 
substantially, of compulsory coinage of 
$4,500,000 worth of silver per month. It 
has been feared for some time-by observers 
interested in the financial question that 
this was‘the measure that would ultimately 
command a majority in both houses of 
Congress. Weare not prepared to accept 
this expectation as well founded, for the 
question has hardly been sufticiently defi- 
nite as yet to disclose the real feel- 
ing of the members. But it seems 
to us entirely plain that if Congress 
should pass a bill simply requiring an 
increase of 125 per cent..in the monthly 


purchases, and possibly a still greater in- 4 


crease in the amount of dollars coined, the 
President would be compelled to withhold 
his approval. His committal against the 
principle:of such a billis absolute and pre- 
cise. He has declared it wholly unsafe and 
unjust, and his Secretary of the Treasury 
has even more emphatically announced the 
same views. With this record, no doubt 
honestly and deliberately made by the Ex- 
ecutive, the silver men in Congress would 
have no right to complain if any such bill 
should.encounter a veto. 








The Sugar Trust was not represented 
directly and publicly at:the hearings before 
the Ways.and Means Committee, but the 
opinions;and desires of the Trust refiners 
were laid before the committee by a so- 
called independent refiner, who cleared 
about $3,000,000 last year, it is said, by 
solling sugar within one-eighth of a cent of 
the Trust’s prices and suffered in no way by 
reason of any hostility on the part of the 
Trust. Mr. McKInvey and his assistants 
having fixed upon a new sugar schedule 
that gives the Trust an amount of pro- 
tection estimated by the well-known 
house of WiLLteT & GRay to be 
about one-sixth of a cent per pound, 
jnstead of the prohibitory duty imposed in 
the present law, this refiner and his friends 
are making vigorous protest, and CLaus 
SprEcKELs is said to be complaining that 
even with all his improvements he could 
not make satisfactory profits under the 
proposed rates. On the other hand, promi- 
nent Republican journals in the West say 
that the Trust has not been t¥eated with 
puflicient severity.

Mr. CHIPMAN of Detroit seems to have 
yielded to an impulse of congenital silliness 
in opposing the permission to our military 
representative at the French manauvres 
last year to accept the Order of the Legion 
of Honor. Thesymptoms of his melancholy 
disease are plainly to be seen in the passages 
from his report on the subject cited in our 
Washington dispatches. We do not care to 
dwell on so sad an instance of mental inca- 
pacity, but we may remark for the benefit 
of any chance reader who may think Mr. 
CHIPMAN’s antipathy to the order justified 
by the fact that it originated under 
the First Empire, that it is in reality 
the most thoroughly and radically demo- 
cratic institution in France, and as much 
so as the Grand Army of the Republic or 
the Society of the Cincinnati in the United 
States, because it is not only an official tes- 
timony to the fact that honors the most de- 
sirable are not conferred by birth, but that 
the so-called nobility of birth is recognized 
as less important than the distinction of 
character and service proclaimed by the 
modest little ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor. The ambition for such distinction 
is one that Mr. CHipMAN’s fellow-citizens 
and Mr. CurpMaNn himself can cultivate, 
not merely without discredit, but with con- 
siderable advantage. 








The Senate must now be nearly ready to 
take up the bill authorizing the construc- 
tion of additional vessels for the navy. 
Since its introduction by Mr. HALE, some 
time ago, various reasons have rendered its 
essential modification quite probable. It 
has become evident thateither the enormous 
expenditures contemplated by this bill or 
else certain other enormous expenditures 
for pensions, river and harbor jobs, and 
public buildings must be reduced. With 
such an alternative there is little doubt 
which kind of outlay will suffer. In ad- 
dition, a decided antagonism has been de- 
veloped between the advocates of the high 
freeboard battle ships of the European types 
and the advocates of the American mon- 
itors. The substitution of the latter vessels 
for the former in the bill would make an 
ultimate difference of perhaps $20,000,000. 
Of course, however, such a substitution 
may not be thought expedient by Congress. 
Perhaps the practical result may rather be 
to bring into more prominence for the 
moment the coast-defense element of the 
naval problem, as represented by monitors 
of large displacement, while providing also 
for some armored cruisers of the type 
adopted in foreign navies. At all events, 
there is likely to be a considerable reduc- 
tion from the original programme of ex- 
penditure under this bill. 











PENSIONS AND INFLATION. 

It looks as if the Republicans in Congress 
were about to approach one of the most 
serious of the questions with which they 
will have to deal at this session. Second 
on the list of bills prepared by the Senate 
Republican ‘‘conference’—Heaven forbid 
that Senators should hold a caucus, though 
the wisest of them could not tell the differ- 
ence—to be taken up and disposed of is the 
Dependent Pension bill. The one on the 
calendar and favorably reported by the 
Senate committee is in all essentials the 
same as that which was disapproved by Mr. 
CLEVELAND. Another bill known as the 
Morrill bill will be proposed as a substitute. 
Itis on the whole a more moderate meas- 
ure, chiefly in that the pensions under it 
are confined to cases of actual disability, 
with a service pension to veterans who 
have reached the age of sixty-two years. 
There is, however, no accurate estimate of 
the amount of money that either bill would 
take from the Treasury, and it is practi- 
cally impossible to make any. The most 
that could be done in that direction, and 
even this could not be entirely relied upon, 
is to fix the maximum amount required for 
service pensions by including all who 
could by any means be entitled to them. 
This, however, results in so huge a sum that 
the most ardent of the advocates of lib- 
eral pensions have not ventured to quote it. 

It is to be expected that in the course of 
the debate which will commence this week 
some definite idea of the policy of the Re- 
publicans and of the limits to which they 
are willing to go may be attainable. As we 
have said, the question is a very serious one, 
because it involves every other into which 
the condition of the Treasury enters. When 
with gayety of heart the Republican Con- 
vention of 1888 proclaimed a half dozen 
promises, any one of which if faithfully car- 
ried out would have emptied the Treasury 
of its accumulation and have taken far more 
than the then surplus revenue, we ventured 
to point out that sosoon as Congress should 
try to redeem these promises, the situation 
would be seen to be an impossible one. 
So far, although Congress with a Re- 
publican majority has been in _ ses- 
sion nearly four months, not a solitary 

one of these matters has come before it. 
Now, apparently, the time has come when 
the managers feel it needful to begin, and, 
with a certain heroism, they begin with the 
biggest. Butitis beyond question that if 
they go far with this, they will have to 
stop and teave everything else, There can 
be no subsidies, there can be no reduction 
of taxation; there can be no 6xtensive sys- 
tem of coast fortifications, there can be no 
generous River and Harbor bill, save under 
one condition that we hardly think the Re- 
publican leaders are prepared to face, and 
yet toward the acceptance of which they 
are steadily drifting. 

That condition is one that has not as yet 
been openly discussed, but which, we know, 
has been considered, and not without grave 
disquietude by the more conservative of 
the Republicans, It is nothing less than an 
addition to the legal-tender notes. That 





tke course of events is toward such a policy 
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cannot be denied. The chief Republican 
organ in this city stated the other day on 
what it represented as good authority, and 
what was probably official authority, that 
after the passage of the McKinley Tax bill 
reducing the revenue'there should be a sur- 
plus of $18,000,000. On the other hand, 
the leader-of the pension contingent in the 
House, Mr. CHEADLE of Indiana, admitted 
in the debate on the regular Pension Appro- 
priation bill that the least that could be 
required by the scheme which he presented 
as moderate was $41,000,000 a year. Here, 
without a cent appropriated for any of 
the other projects fathered by the conven- 
tion, is a deficit of at least $28,000,000. 
It is absurd to suppose that any majority 
will propose to meet this by taxation, after 
having helped it by the reduction of taxa- 
tion. The only remaining available re- 
source is the issue of legal-tender notes. 
That this policy would have a strong back- 
ing in the present Congress there can be no 
doubt. It would be sustained by all who 
demand plenty of money, and by all who 
are eager to get appropriations, for it would 
be a precedent that would make almost 
hopeless any plea of economy as against 
the most extravagant demands. No such 
measure would be brought forward at this 
session. It would not be necessary, but 
what the majority will be reponsible for is 
making a condition of things that will ren- 
der such a measure inevitable. That, and 
nothing less, is what confronts the leaders 
of the Republican Party, and some of them, 
as we have said, regard the prospect with 
the gravest apprehension. 








TAKING THE BACK TRACK. 


The action of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee or, rather, of the Republican ma- 
jority of the committee, on Friday, as 
reported in our Washington dispatches on 
Saturday, is extremely significant. It was 
agreed to put back hides upon the free list, 
where they have been since 1872. It may 
be said, in favor of this course, that it re- 
verses a step that never should have been 
taken, but, unfortunately for the party 
leaders, it does not do away with the fact 
that the action was taken, and this mancu- 
vre of a double ‘‘about face” by no means 
leaves them in the position they originally 
occupied. It leaves them, on the contrary, 
in a very much weaker position, for it ex- 
poses at once the nature of the motives by 
which they are guided and the irresolution 
with which they are plagued. The very ex- 
tensive manufacturing and commercial in- 
terests that were so seriously threatened by 
the imposition of extortionate duties on 
hides are largely in the hands of Repub- 
licans. These men have heretofore either 
been attached to the general principle 
of a protective tariff, not feeling any 
immediate inconvenience from it them- 
selves, or they have had a notion that the 
system would gradually be relieved of its 
worst features, under the guidance of Re- 
publican statesmen, and have preferred, as 
the phrase is, that ‘‘ the tariff should be re- 
formed by fts friends.” They have now 
had a lesson that they will not soon forget 
both in the real mischief inherent in legis- 
lation involving trade interests and in the 
recklessness with which the party man- 
agers may at any time interfere to de- 
stroy the most important and apparently 
secure interests. That the project that 
menaced them has been abandoned gives 
them, and others in like case, no assurance 
that it may not at any moment be renewed, 
or that a similar blow may not be struck in 
some other way. 

Nor can the motives from which this pro- 
ceeding sprang fail to excite the deepest 
distrust. The first intimation of it, it will 
be remembered, came from the Republican 
National Committee in the shape of a bid 
for votes in the new States, So far as rep- 
resentation in the House is concerned— 
which is the natural standard of political 
importance in such cases—the new States 
were relatively of little consequence, but 
each of them furnishes two Senators, and 
this was the prize for which the bid was 
made. To secure this the duty on hides was 
promised, and the promise of the mere polit- 
ical committee was honored by the respon- 
sible Republican leaders in the Committee 
of Ways and Means of the House, showing 
that the whole policy of the party in Con- 
gress is guided, not at all by public inter- 
ests, but by the narrowest and meanest 
partisan purposes. Nor was there a single 
consideration of public and general advan- 
tage to justify this policy. Onthecontrary, 
the only advantages to be derived by any one 
from the duty on hides were the limited 
ones we have mentioned. and those that 
would have been gained by a little group 
of wealthy butchersin Chicago and by a 
like group of ranch-owning Republican 
politicians, whose land had been largely 
stolen from the Government. The Ways 
and Means Committee, or the Republican 
majority of it, cannot wipe out these facts 
by rescinding their action as to the duty on 
hides. They cannot restore the confidence 
that they have so rudely impaired. They 
cannot give back the security of the great 
interests involved that they have so wan- 
tonly and—it is not too harsh a term—so 
corruptly disturbed. The conviction that 
the party is ready to tamper with the 
gravest interests from partisan motives 
cannot be thus dispelled. Indeed, the men 
who, by their indignant and threatening 
protests, have frightened them into revers- 
ing their action must really feel ae still 
stronger sense of the weakness and selfish- 
ness of the men in whose keeping their in- 
terests are placed and who may at any 
time again betray them. 

Moreover, the managers will find that 
they are not yet done with the blunders 
they have committed, or with the Repub- 
licans who protest and rebel against their 
policy. They have along list yet to deal 
with, and their concession in the matter of 
hides will only encourage the others. There 
are the silk manufacturers, who have al- 
ways been very faithful adherents to the 
protectionist Republican policy, and who 
now see their interests threatened in behalf 
of a little knot of would-be silkworm farm- 
ers in the doubtful State of California. 
There is a large number of woolen manu- 
facturers, particularly the carpotmakers, 
who have hotly opposed the increased duty 
on wools, and who resent with scorn the 
notion that this duty ic compensated by 
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higher duties on manufactures. There are 
the manufacturers of iron and steel in their 
varied forms, whose appeal for relief from 
the tax paid, not to the Government, but 
to the Pennsylvania iron mills, have 
been ignored. There are the widely- 
extended interests, some of them among 
the most important in the country, 
that are to be oppressed by the prepos- 
terous duty on tin plates. There are the 
manufacturers who have asked for re- 
lief from the odious and inexcusable 
duty on copper. All of these, it must be 
remembered, embrace great numbers of 
manufacturers, They cannot be dismissed 
as ‘‘importers” or ‘‘free traders,” who are 
seeking to break down the beneficent sys- 
tem of protection to American industry. 
They are engaged themselves in American 
industry. They are supposed to be the 
beneficiaries of the tariff. They have al- 
ways sustained the Republican Party be- 
cause they were, or supposed that they 
were, the beneficiaries of the tariff. It isin 
its own household that the party finds these 
protestants, and it must satisfy them or 
suffer the consequences. We wish the lead- 
ers joy of their task. 








TAMMANY’S POLICY. 

“T cannot accede to any doctrine, either 
in law or morals, that the end justifies the 
means,” said Judge BARRETT in his charge 
to the jury in the Flack conspiracy case. 
What a sweeping negation that is of the 
whole Tammany code of profession and 
practice! it was the Tammany Sheriff who 
was on trial before the learned Judge, and 
he with his two associates in a conspir- 
acy to procure a fraudulent divorce, 
one of the associates being his 
own son, were found guilty by the jury, 
and must suffer punishment by fine or 
imprisonment. The Tammany Sheriff, 
Fuack, fully accepted the doctrine con- 
demned by Judge BARRETT and acted on 
it. BERNARD MARTIN, the Tammany Dep- 
uty Commissioner of Public Works, 
is under indictment for employing 
illegal means for attaining financial 
ends, and a considerable group of other 
gentlemen of Tammany bear him company. 
The ‘‘end” with Tammany is to hold the 
city’s offices and spend the city’s money, 
retaining as much of the money as it safely 
may for its own benefit. 

From the highest statesman of Tammany 
to the lowest ‘‘heeler” this is the animating 
purpose. Good administration is spas- 
modic and secondary—the main thing is to 
get at the tax fund, to make the public 
“bleed” at every pore for Tammany’s en- 
richment. “‘BARNEY’’ MARTIN, former part- 
ner of “ Red” LEARY, is a typical Tammany 
man, only a little more blatant and vulgar 
than the rest. FLack is a typical Tammany 
man, coarse, conscienceless, dull, brutish. 
And these men rule the city. It is because 
they rule it that it is such an uncomfort- 
able place for decent persons to live in. 

But of what use is it to expose by inves- 
tigating committees for the hundredth time 
the greed and dishonesty of Tammany so 
long as there are enough Tammany voters 
to re-elect the ‘‘exposed” gentlemen to the 
offices they have prostituted, and:so long as 
the decent voters of the city refuse to com- 
bine against them, holding it to be more 
important to “ keep up the party organiza- 
tion” than to give the city a clean govern- 
ment? 


THE ATLITUDE OF MEXICO, 

We are informed that the character of a 
revision of the Mexican tariff soon to be 
made will be determined, so far as goods 
imported from this country are concerned, 
by the action taken in our Congress with 
respect to certain changes in our tariff pro- 
posed by Mr. MCKINLEY and his Republican 
associates in the Ways and Means Cemmit- 
tee. Prominent among these changes are 
those relating to hides and silver-lead flux- 
ing ores, though the committee has recon- 
sidered the proposition to tax hides. We 
have reason to believe that if Congress 
shall passa bill imposing the duties that 
were approved by the majority members 
of the committee at their meetings in 
the crypt of the Capitol, severe retaliatory 
action will be taken at once by Mexico. 

This information will be interesting to 
persons engaged in trade with our nearest 
neighbors on the south. The people of 
Kansas, who are now asking the committee 
to impose no duty on the silver-lead flux- 
ing ores, may be induced to redouble their 
efforts in defense of an imperiled local in- 
dustry. The folly and selfishness of the 
policy supported by leading members of 
the committee in obedience to the demands 
of alittle group of mine owners and specu- 
lators in Colorado have been clearly dis- 
closed to them, forit is a Kansas smelting 
company that has used two-thirds of these 
Mexican ores, and they have already seen 
Mexico impose a prohibitory duty of 28 
cents @ bushel on their corn in retalia- 
tion for the instructions by which Secre- 
tary WINDOM cut down the imports of ore 
by 50 per cent. Since those instructions 
were issued the Mexican dutjes have un- 
dergone other changes of a retaliatory 
nature, affecting the shipment of beef from 
the West. Butif the proposed prohibitory 
duty on silver-lead ores shall be imposed— 
for the enrichment of a few persons who 
own the small supply of similar fluxing 
ores in this country and who desire to con- 
trol the smelting industry by means of the 
product of their mines—the Mexican duties 
will be made far more obnoxious to thou- 
sands of people in the West than they are 
now. 

We donot suppose that Mr. MCKINLEY 
and his assistants will give any weight to 
the opinions and purposes of the Mexican 
people and the Mexican Government with 
respect to this question of duties. So far 
as the silver-lead ores are concerned, they 
appear to be carrying out a bargain made be- 
fore the election of Mr. HARRISON with cer- 
tain persons who consented to give up some 
of their ‘‘fat” for use in the blocks-of-five 
campaign. Mr. & B. CONOVER, a corre- 
spondent to whose letters the Sun gives the 
place of honor on its editorial page, has 
recently declared in that journal that more 
than $100,000 was raised by agents of the 
Republican National Committee in Colo- 
rado for use in that campaign upon a pledge 
that if Mr. Harrison should be elected 
the tariff law should be interpreted 
as requiring the desired prokibitory duty 
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on these ores. He said: “I know that 
these assurances came from Indianapolis, 
because I saw the letters. That they did 
not come from Gen. HARRISON is true, but 
they came from men who were authorized 
to speak and act for him in other matters 
pertaining to the campaign.” He also said 
that the same pledge was made in Montana 
by the Chairman of an important sub-com- 
mittee of the National Committee. Mr. 
WINDOM did not reverse the old ruling, but 
sought to satisfy the importunate contrib- 
utors by certain restrictive instructions to 
customs officers on the frontier, The own- 
ers of the fluxing ores in Colprado applied, 
therefore, to Mr. MCKINLEY’s committee 
for full payment of the obligation. 

If there could be anything amusing in 
the suppression of international trade and 
the destruction of growing industries, the 
proposed exclusion of these ores and re- 
movalof hides from the free list by the 
Republican Party during the sessions. of a 
Pan-American Congress called by the same 
party to encourage international trade 
would appeal irresistibly to the American’s 
sense of humor. But the question is too 
important and serious to admit a consider- 
ation of any comic aspects of it, and it is 
to be hoped that the good sense of our 
people will compel Congress to treat it with 
honesty and wisdom. 








THE HOT SPRINGS. : 

The proposal that rheumatic veterans of 
the National Soldiers’ Homes shall share 
with the public in general, and the Chicago 
baseball team in particular, the benefits of 
the Arkansas Hot Springs looks reasonable. 
The Government.now has on its reservation 
at these Springs an Army and Navy Hos- 
pital whose advantages have become mani- 
test through its remarkable record of re- 
turning cured and fit for duty soldiers and 
sailors who otherwise would have had to 
be discharged from the service. The plan 
of furnishing a change of climate and 
surroundings for enlisted men who 
have to be put in the hospitals has 
worked very well everywhere during 
the past year, but by far the greatest 
gain, it appears, has been made among 
those who have been sent to the Hot 
Springs, three out of four of them recover- 
ing. The Senate passed a resolution asking 
the managers of the Soldiers’ Homes their 
opinion of the advisability of founding also 
at the Hot Springs a hospital for their dis- 
abled veterans. The proposal was warmly 
welcomed, and the reply returned that 
probably 2,000 inmates ofthe homes would 
be greatly benefited by this treatment. 
While additional cost would attend their 
transportation to and from the Hot Springs, 
the hospital expenses there would presuma- 
bly be about the sameas they are elsewhere 
now. 

It has been suggested further that any 
outlay incurred in fitting up a hospital for 
them at the Hot Springs might be made up 
by a little more careful attention to the 
Government’s sources of income from that 
reservation. One preposal is that author- 
ity should be given by Congress to sell lots 
on the reservation at the Springs them- 
selves instead of at Little Rock, as now 
prescribed by statute. This was the prop- 
osition of Secretary LAMAR, who said that 
holding the sales at Little Rock had re- 
sulted in combinations to check prices, and 
in the presence of but few buyers, who re- 
sold their lots to purchasers at the Springs 
at advanced prices. Another suggestion is 
achange in the system of leasing water 
privileges to the bathhouses and hotels so 
as to regulate them by meters instead of 
by tub capacity, as now. This, it is be- 
lieved, would prevent the waste of hot 
water and yield more income. 

But the chief legislation which was 
asked of Congress at the present session 
was to increase the rents paid to the Goy- 
ernment, both by the main hotel and the 
numerous bath houses. The Interior De- 
partment has officially reported that 
‘“‘while large sums of money are made by 
those who enjoy the highly valuable privi- 
leges upon this reservation, the revenue of 
the Government from their profits is en- 
tirely inadequate, and they could easily 
pay a very considerable additional sum.” 
This surplus might then, it was added, be 
laid out on needed improvements of the 
land on the four mountains that overlook 
the spot. The most striking example of 
the need of revising the schedule of rents 
is furnished by the hotel. It was leased 
about eleven years ago at $1,000 annually 
for a term of ten years. Some tims after- 
ward a committee of Congress visit- 
ing the place reported that $10,000 
a@ year would be about a _ fair 
price, while a minority of the committee 
fixed the minimum, doubtless with a view 
to the possibilities of competition, at 
$3,500 a year. Nevertheless, last Septem- 
ber Secretary NOBLE renewed the lease for 
ten years to the same tenants at the same 
rate of $1,000 a year, giving as a reason 
thatthe act of 1878 expressly directed that 
this should be the rental until Congress 
should otherwise direct. He took the pre- 
caution, however, to insert a provision 
which would enable the Government to in- 
crease the rent whenever Congress should 
make up its mind to give proper attention 
to the subject. Other instances of needed 
legislation were mentioned in his annual re- 
port. 

The present, therefore, seems to be a fa- 
vorable moment for revising the system of 
ground rents and water leases. It is true 
that the reservation is now more than 
meeting its expenses of maintenance, the 
balance to the Government’s credit for the 
last fiscal year being somewhat over $6,000. 
But without seeking to turn the Hot 
Springs Reservation just now into a consid- 
erable source of revenue, it may at least be 
possible to so readjust its finances as to 
make desired improvements and to carry 
out without additional expense the pro- 
posed admission of the invalided veterans 
to the benefits of this resort.

PARTIES IN CONNECTICUT. 


NEW-LONDON, Conn., March 24,—The out 
look in favor of Democratic success in Con 
necticut this year is all that coulda be asked for 
at this stage of the canvass. The party itself 
is strong and united, and will assemple in the 
State Convention afew month hence with fixed 
convictions and purposes. It will express no 
uncertain sentiments relative to the tariff, but 
will be in accord with the principles whieh 
carried the State for President Oleveland two 
yoars ago in spite of the vast amount of cor- 
ruption funds used by the Republican man- 
agers. 

The best-informed politicians in the State on 
both sides regard a Democratic victory as cer- 
tain in the Fajl. In the first place, the Demo- 


cratio Party is right on the tariit question. The 
Connecticut rank and file stooa by the party 
principles on the subject in 1888 and will snow 
increased strength in the same direction next 
Autumn. In the nexs place, the Republican Ad- 
miuistration which was restored to power one 
year ago has proved to be one for spoils 
alone. There is not an office of any con- 
sequence in Connecticut to-day which has 
not been filled by President Harrison, the best 
Democratic representatives having been turned 
out to make room fer Republican aspirants, 
The removal of Bank Examiner M. F. Dooley, 
who bad proved himself a man of ample equip- 
ment for the place, was an illustration of the 
Republican dishonesty concerning civil service 
reform, 

‘The partisan removal of Dennis McCarthy of 
Willimantic touched this section of the State in 
& peculiar manner. Mr. MeCarthy has been for 
years one of the leading exponents of total ab- 
stinence work in the State, and has led the 
Catholic temperance movement as no other 
man in Connecticut could direct it. He is also 
prominently connected with the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. In no sense of the 
word has he been a politician. His whole 
career, instead, has been that of a plain, 
straightforward citizen. He was selected 
by President Cleveland for a Custom 
House appointment, the seiection being 
alike creditable to the President ana the re- 
cipient of the honor. This man has been be- 
headed by a Republican Administration to 
make a place for sume party worker. The Post 
Offices in the State have gone into the hands of 
partisan Managers or the hangers-on of these 
manipulators. The Republican civil service 
pretense in Connecticut has become a stench 
in the nostrils of the people within a year from 
the date of Mr. Harrison’s assumption of office. 

But the campaign in Connecticut next Fall 
will not be conducted on the strength or weak- 
ness of Mr. Harrison's work alone. There will 
be some pretty important State issues to be 
conserved. From this point of view the elec- 
tion of a Governor will be of minor conso- 
quence. The United States Senatorship and 
the status of the Congressional delegation wil! 
be the main things to be looked after. The un- 
written law of the Siate, which has been held 
inviolate for nearly one hundred years, that 
the United States Senatorship shall be oceupied 
only fortwo terms, has begun to make aivis- 
ions and factions in the Republican Party. 
In the eentre of the State is a nest 
of political harpies, who pretend to own every- 
thing in connection with the Senatorship, The 
idea that Senator Platt’s candidacy fora third 
term can be criticised as not in ‘keeping with 
Connecticut's policy for a century has enraged 
them, and they have tried to read men out of 
the party who have called attention to the fact. 

In tbe capital city the divisions among 
the Republicans are wider than in any other 
part of the State. The Hawley and Bulke- 
ley factions can hardly be brought to- 
gether on speaking terms, the former being 
ready te knife the candidates of the latter in 
the city election, which is to take place there 
the first Monday in April. This situation shows 
the complete hopelessness of the Repub- 
heans. Their candidates tor the Governor- 
ship have not shown a single name 
which the State could.not abolish withont 
loss. Money alone has been the qualitication 
possessed by the men who have been talked 
about for the nomination. The present occu- 
pant of the office has enforced an administra- 
tion that will stand better ten years from now 
than it does to-day, calling for the highest ad- 
tuiration on account of the personal courage 
and conviction whieh it has displayed. But 
this man who has taken the National 
Guard in hand, enforcing a wholesome 
discipline where discipline has not beon 
exercised for years, would not turn dis hand 
over for the Republican nomination again. 
While, with one exception, he is the strongest 
and safest man in his party in the State atthe 
present time, open and defiant hostility is ex- 
pressed against him from hundreds of men eyen 
in his own city. 

This storm agd@inst the Governor will not 
blow over between now and August, when the 
State Convention wili be held in New-Haven. 
In all parts of the State he is counted oui of 
the list of contestants for the nomination. The 
Democrats will not lose anything if the conut- 
ing-out process proves successful. 

In the midst of all this Republican rivalry 
and confusion there is one leader of the ty 
in the State whose future will not bean unin- 
teresting one. ‘this leader is Samuel Fessenden , 
ot Stamford. While he is the one man in the 
State who enjoys intimate relations with the 
National Administration, he is the only one 
who has not taken partin the distribution of 
the offices. The secret of all this is that he will 
be acandidate for Senator Piatt’s place in the 
United States Senate. Hoe ts the Admin- 
istration’s favorite son in Connecticut, and his 
ambition has been for years in the direction of 
the national Senatorship. If political gratitude 
were a possibility there would be no obstacle 
Placed in the way of Mr. Fessenden by Mr. 
Platt’s friends. Mr. Platt would never have 
been @ Senator from Connecticut bat for Mr. 
Fessenden, who conveyed to his support the 
Jewell forces in the famous Senatorial cauets of 
1879. From that hour till now Mr, Fessenden has 
been a conspicuous figure in Connecticat pol- 
itics. He divides with Morgan @. Bulkeley 
alone the real leadership of the party. The de- 
velopments of the next two months will be 
watched with the greatest interest, 





CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS.

Lonpon, Mareh 24.—A number of Russian 
refugees met in Geneva on the anniversary of 
the Commune and protested against the recent 
Siberian outrages.

' 1888 sent to France, upon the invitation of the 
republic to this country, to represent the United 
States at the military manuvres, lasting ten 
days and closing with a grand review at 
Rouen. Twenty-one fereign representatives, 
including Capt. Anderson, were presented with 
dipiomas conferring the decoration of Chevalier 
of the National Order of the” Legion of Honor. 
It was necessary, in order that Capt. Anderson 
might accept the decoration, to obtain the con- 
6ent of Congress. The Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, to which was referred a bill granting 
the desired permission to the officer, reported 
that the last House bad, without objection, per- 
mitted Gen. Baird to accept a similar decora- 
tion, and as the diploma was given by the 
French Republic as an expression of friendly 
feeling and as a mark of respect for the position 
and ability of the officers themselves, they saw 
no reason why the desired permission should be 
withhe!d from Capt. Anderson. 

Representative J. Logan Chipman could not 
bee it in that light. Hesat him down and pre- 
pared a minority report. Mr. Chipman says 
that ‘‘the acceptance and display by a citizen, 
and especially by an officer of the United 
States, of a foreign decoration is a reprehensi- 
ble act. Our Government is forbidden to con- 
fer a tit'e of nobility and its officers to accept 
any titie without the consent of Congress. No 
doubt that body has power to authorize the 
gentleman namedin the resolution to be made 
a@ Chevalier and to wear the decoration em- 
blematic of Chevaliership. The question is one 
of propriety, of true republicanism, of thorough 
Americanism.” He says: ‘Orders and decora- 
tions are mere baubles and are noth- 
ing in this country but an evil ex- 
ample, which tends to foster a taste for 
the vulgarities of royalty. It is true 
that the decoration in this case is offered by a 
republic; but the claim that there is a courtesy 


which compels our acquiescence for that or for 
any other reason growing out of the inter- 
national comity is ill-founded. Our moral 
sense must not be surrendered to complaisancy. 
While it is not our province to decide the pro- 
priety of the existence of the national order 
iu a popular Government, we must not forget 
thatit is the oftspring of the Firat Empire. 
Whether the retention of it is wise, or even 
useful, in any high sense, is @ question for the 
French people alone. It certainly would be 
neither wise nor useful here, 

“Every decoration is a tribute to the latent 
savagery of human nature, as barbarous In gar- 
ters apd crosses as in scalp looks and bear’s 
claws. A grown man, jeweled and gilded with 
Oriental magnificence, is hardly a spectacle of 
dignity, certainly not of republican simplicity. 
We nave fordidden the Court dress to our zor- 
eign representatives; we have no distinétive 
costume for the great officers of the Govern- 
ment, but wedo havo, unfortunately, a pruri- 
ent taste in certain classes of our people who 
imitate foreign manners, and a decorated man 
Pa & provocative to unrepublican appe- 
tites. 

‘‘No doubt the Legion of Honor is a respacta- 
ble order, its insignia comparatively modest, 
and our great respect for the French Republic 
teaches us high consideration for any institu- 
tien she cherishes, but even a moderate patriot 
ism demands that the fountain of honor to 
every American shall be his own country. 
There is, therefore, no rudeness in deciding 
that any foreigne decoration will be useful 
neither to the Nation nor to its recipient, for we 
only cling to our own American fashion.” 

Mr. Chipman thinks the resolution ought not 
to pass,

The House Committee on Coinage, Weights, 
and Measures will hold a meeting to-morrow, 
at which itis expected that a decisive vote will 


be taken on the question of silver coinage. The 
impression prevails among members of the 
committee that the Windom proposition, ex- 
tended so as te authorize and require the coin- 
axe of 4,500,000 of silver dollars a month, will 
be approved in preference to that for free coin- 
age. There have been several indecisive votes 
in the committees meetings, but they were inter- 
esting a8 indicating the opposition of its mem- 
bers to unrestricted coinage. It is admitted 
that the state of ignorance about aliver and 
finance in thecommittee is great, but there is a 
conservative feeling in the committee that 
may serve to keep them in cheek. It is 
remarked as amazing to the Eastern men 
on the committee that, while there have 
been Many advocates of free coinage and of the 
Windom bill before them, not one opponent of 
either of these proposttions has been heard or 
has asked for a hearing. Another indication 
of the activity and zeal of the silver men is that 
they have a tireless lobby at work. It is so in- 
fustrious that ite agents, not satisfied with 
buttonholing members of the committee In the 
lobby of the House, follow them to their homes 
end insist upon oppressing their after-dinner 
hours with arguments for issues of money that 
will consume the products of the many and 
nultiplying silver mines of the country. 


The long-looked-for proclamation of amnesty 
tor all deserters from the army since 1873 has ~ 
not yet been issued by the President, and its 
advocates begin to fear it bas struck a snag 


somewhere and will never appear. Army offi- 
cers who havo studied the subject of desertion 
in the army and its causes are generally op- 
posed to the proposed SS and many 
of them have counseled the President not to 
issue it, as it would probably résult in 
@® great increase in the number of de- 
sertions for the next five years. They say 
it would amount to declaring to the 
enlisted Men that desertion was not much 
ofacrime after all, and that if they could 
desert and escape immediate arrest they would 
eeon be included in a new amnesty prociama- 
tion. There is comparatively little excuse for 
desertion, it is argued, in a country where mili- 
tary service is not forced upon any one and 
where enlistment is perfectly voluntary. Yet 
in the United States Army the percentage of 
desertions . greater than in any other army 
in the world, Statistics have been furnished 
to the President showing that desertion was 
the disgrace of the volunteer armies, both North 
aud South, during the latejwar, there being over 
200,000 deserters from the Northerh Army 
alone. Many of these deserters have, in oné 
way snd another, succeeded in getting on the 
pension rolls or into soldiers’ homes. [hn view 
of these facts, offieers urge, that instead of 
granting amnesty to deserters, efforts should 
be made to have their punishment made sure. 


That the Senate of the United States has a 
proper regard for cleanliness and for the ac- 
commodation of such of its members as indulge 


in tobacco is evident from Secretary MoCook’s 
report of expenditures for the last fisoal year. 
This report shows that during the year 210 
cuspidors were purchased for the use of the 
Senate at a cost to the people of $259 45. 


Mr. William Dudley Foulke, the Chairman of 
the investigating committee of the National 
Civil Service Reform Association, that is try- 


jag to aeeertain whether this Administration is 
observing the letter and spirit of the civil 
gervice law with the sincerity expected from 
the ante-election expressions of the Republican 
sandidate for the Presidency, ought to flatter 
bimself with the idea thatthere is some danger 
that he may discover something. The character 
of his discoveries may be surmisea from the 
fact that Assistant Postmaster General Clark- 
gon, to whom no appeal for assistance 
appears t0 have been made, has volunteered a 
statement, that the Associated Press has kindly 
disseminated, declaring that Mr. Foulke’s in- 
auiries will not cover anything. If that is a 
fact, it would have been much more graceful if 
the Post Office Department, in which Mr. Clark- 
sou 198 rly conceded to have a great deal of 
influence, had met the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation half way in itsinquiry and manifested 
some anxiety tv assist Mr. Foulke in proving 
that President Harrison and Mr. Wanamaker had 
not forgoteen the promises made before the elec- 
tien, nor their deep interest in the reform, when 
they suspended the order of President Cleve- 
land, ineluding the Railway Mail Service in 
the classitied branches. Instead of doing that, 
it is understood that Mr. Wanamaker threw 
ovstacles in the way of the investigation, and 
has sinee suggosted that Mr, Olarkson should 
jasue his assurance to the publie as a sort of 
puffer against which the report of the investi-

The majority and minority reports upon the 
Montana election case will be presented to the 
Senate to-morrow. Action npon them, however, 
will be poorer until they are printed and 
examined by the Senators. The discussion is 
not expected to begin before next week at the 
earliest. 

To-morrow will be devoted by the House to 
the consideration of measures reported by the 
Committee on the District of Columbia, which 
embrace none of general interest except that 
proposing the establishment of a national park 
on Rock VUreek. The World’s Fair bill will b 
taken up Tuesday, probably under an iron-cla 
order reguiring final action uponit that day. 
A lively debate is certain to ensue, as some of 
the New-York and 8t. Louis people fancy they 
see in the proposition to postpone the fair 
until 1893 an opportunity to reconsider the 
action of the House in selecting Chicago as the 
site. The remainder of the week will probably 
be devoted to the discussion of the bills to admit 
the Territories of Wyoming and Idaho to State- 
hood. The long-deferred Tariff bill is expected 
to be reported to the House during the week. 





KILLING OFF CAMPBELL. 


PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITIES OF OHIO’S 
GOVERNOR HURT. 


CotumpBus, Ohio, March 23.—The reckless 
manner in which the present Democratic Legis- 
lature has been doing business bids fair to load 
down the party and insure the success of the 
Republicans, not only next Fall, but in the 
Gubernatorial contest one year later. From 
what has already been done it would appear 
that the General Assembly was the creature of 
the ring politicians and was powerless to resist 
their demands. 

Mr. Heffner of this county, who was elected 
to fill the vacaney created by the death of Mr 
Lawler, has already become the leader in rip- 
per logislation, and has been successful in abol- 
ishing the Columbus Board of Health and 
placing the sanitary regulation and work of the 
city in the hands of the Democretic Board of 
Police Commissioners, and this in opposition to 
the expressed protests of leading Democrats. 
For three weeks Mr. Heffner has had a bill be- 
fore tne House to rip up the City Government,

If 
passed, it would even legislate out of office the 
Trustees of the City Library, who 6sé6rve with- 
outsalary.

OFFER OF AMERICAN YACHTSMEN 

TO THE OWNERS OF THE FAMOUS 

ENGLISH BOATS,

Mr. Stephen Peabody, the well-known yachts- 
man, made public last evening the contents of 
the letter sent to Lord Dunraven, owner of the 
seventy-foot yacht Valkyrie. Incidentally Mr. 
Peabody had a surprise in store for the yacht- 
ing publio and all interested in the affairs per- 
taining to international yachting contests. The 
surprise was thetinthe same mail with Lord 
Dunraven’s letter was a sommunication to 
Paul A. Ralli, owner of the sixty-six-foot racing 
cutter Yarana, the Valkyrie’s most formidable 
rival in English waters, looking to races with 
the Yarana also. 
©. The announcement that a letter was mailed 
to Lord Dunraven on Maroh 15, together with 
the news of the plan proposed to bring about a 
series of international yacht races, was pub- 
lished in THE TIMEs of March 16, but outside of 
the owners of the four seventy-foot sloops—Ti- 
tania, Katrina, Shamrock, and Gracie—the 
yachts expected to race the Valkyrie in case 
she comes here this year and Mr. Peabody, no 
one knew that efforts would also be made to 
have the Yarana come bere to race. Mr. Pea- 
body said last night that he was determined 
that all of his plans should not leak out until 
the yachtsmen Interested should desire to have 
all of the news made public. 

The etforts to arrange races date back t6 
last Fall, when the negotiations in regard to 
Lord Dupraven’s challenge to sall o race for 
thé America’s Cup ended in a disagreément over 
the deed of gift between the New-York Yacht 
Club and the Royal Yacht Squadron, through 
which Lord Dunraven challenged. It was evi- 
dent then that had a race deen arranged for the 
America’s Cup the New-York Yacht Club’s only 
desire naturally would have been to keep the 
oup at all hazards, except at the one ‘hazard’ 
of building a new cup defender, and the Volun- 
teer would probably have been the boat to meet 
the Valkyrie. This teftout the owners of the 
American yachts of tho same size as the 
Valkyrie, Who were all anxious to race the 
foreigner. 

The race ton the America’s Cup having fallen 
through, Mr. Peabody talked with the owners of 
the seventy-footers, and was authorized by 
them to go ahead and arrange international 
races for their yachts if possible. As the ab- 
sence of the Valkyrio frem English races 
would take a good deal of sport away from the 
Yarana, Mr. Peabody conceived the plan of 
trying to bring both yachts to this country this 
season. Mr. Peabody was authorized to act for 
C. Oliver Iselin, owner of the Titania; E. 8. and 
H. D. Auchincless, owners of the Katrina; J. 
Rogers Maxwell, owner of the Shamrock, and 
Joseph P. Earle, owner of the Gracie, in a letter 
signed by them, which is as follows: 

“*We, the owners of the seventy-foot sloops Ti- 
tania, Katrina, Shamrock, and Gracie, hereby 
authorize you to arrange with Lord Dunraven for 
a series of races with the Valkyrie, as set forth in 
the letter drawn up by you, hereunto annexed; and 
we do further authorize you to tender the same 
terms and conditions to Mr, Paul A. Ralli, owner of 


the cutter Yarana, and we wish you success in your 
negotiations,” 


The letter to Lord Dunraven is as follows:

KILLED HIS MOTHER, 


TERRIBLE CRIME BY AN ELEVEN-YEAR- 
niet OLD BOY. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 23.—A special to the 
Appeal trom Somerville, Tenn., says: “A 
murder was‘committed here this morning, the 
victim being Mrs. Sally Hobson, colored, and 
the murderer her eleven-year-old boy. Mrs. 
Hobson was a servant in the family of the 


Episcopal minister and lived with her four 
children in a small house in the rear of the 
parsonage. 

“ This morning her husband, who had been in 
the country at work. called at the house in com- 
pany with another negro, and after a short stay 
started out fora walk.

He said his mother laid her head 
down on the block and tol4 him 12 he did not out 
hor head off she woula ki)l him. The boy’s story 
is not believed, and he was placed in jail pend- 
ing furtber investigation.”

YARANA CHALLENGED, TOO. 
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REAL REFORM DEMANDED. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SENATE ON RECORD 
FOR AN HONEST BALLOT. 


PATERSON, N. J., March 23.—Tne Industrial 
Senate, made up of the legislative committees 
of the Knights of Labor and the Farmers’ A)li- 
anee, held» meeting today. It was an un- 
usually exciting session, and beginning at 9 
A. M. did not close until 5:30 P. M. Over one 
hundred delegates were present from all parts 
of the State. The object of the meeting was to 
discuss the Ballot-Reform bill and the various 
labor measures now before the State Legislat- 
ure. . 

Henry A. Beckmeyer of Newark presided. 
J. A. Merritt of New-Brunswick, the Secretary, 
read letters from Senators Pfeiffer, Democrat, 


of Camden, and Roe, Republican, of Gloucester, 
in reply to a letter which had been sent to them 
asking them to support the weekly payment 
bill. he two Senators replied that they would 
gladly do so. 

J. A. Breen, delegate from Paterson, said 
that Senator Mallon, Democrat, of Passaic, told 
him that he would not vote for any weekly 
payment bil). Senator Mallon was severely 
condemned for the declaration, and the Secre- 
tary was directed to ask Gov. Abbett to help to 
secure the passage of the measure. 

Factory Inspector Fell sant a letter denounc- 
ing the members of the Industrial Senate ror 
condemping his afiministration. This raised a 
storm. One delegate venemently declared that 
the letter was an insult to every wageworker 
in the State. 

“Mr. Fell knows that the factory laws are 
being violated and he hae done nothing to pre- 
vent it,” exclaimed another excited delegate. 
‘*We have sufficient evidence to show that 
every factory owner in the State is violating 
the law.” 

It was resolved to send the evidence the 
Senate has to Gov. Abbett, together with a re- 
quest for Mr. Fell’a removal. 

The Senate next discussed ballot reform for 
over two hours. Henry ©. Gruber of Jersey 
City outlined the situation at Trenton and 
urged the delegates to see that their members 
and Senators kept their pledges to vote for 
such a measure, 

“The machine politicians,” said Mr. Gruber, 
“are endeavoring to strangie the measure, and 
now is the time for us to act. The Democrats 
are standing out for the distribution of the 
official ballets before the election. That must 
not be done. Assemblyman Erwin, Republican, 
of Hudson, came to me this week and asked me 
if we would be satistied with a bill which pro- 
vided for the distribution of the ballots before 
election day. I told him we would not.” 

These resolutions were adopted unanimously: 

Resolved, That the Industrial Senate, represent- 
ing 40,000 wage workera of the State of New-Jer- 
sey, denounces any bill which may be introduced in 
the Legislature providing for the distribution of the 
official ballots before the election as not genuine 
and simply a subterfuge of the machine politician 
to pose as & genuine ballot reformer and to blind 
the public; and be it further 

Resolved, That inasmuch as Gov. Abbett in his 
message stated that he was in favor ofa bill which 
would embrace all the features of the Australian 
system, we, the members of the Indnetrial 
Senate, call upon him now to show to the people of 
the State that he was in earnest when he wrote his 
message, and to exert his influence with the mem- 
bers of the Democratic Honse tosecure the passare 
of a bill which shall provide for the distribution of 
the official ballots within the polling place on the 
dav of election; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Industrial Senate holds each 
and every individual member, Republican or Dem- 
ocrat, who stands in opposition to the official ballot 
beiug distributed only at the polls on the day of 
election, or Who may in any way oppose the 
passage of the measure, responsible, and that in the 
event of any such member coming up for re-election 
the whole power of this organization will be 
brought to bear to defeat him in his district; and 
be it further 

Resolved, Thata committee of three be appointed 
to wait upon Gov. Abbett to-morrow at his office 
in New-York to report to him the action of this 
body and urge him to comply with its request. 

It was decided to hold a meetingin Trenton 
when the bill has been reported to the Legislat- 
ure to decide whether to support or oppose the 
measure, 


RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE MONON USING THE BRIDGE. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 23.—In consequence 
of the changes in the Directory of the Louls- 
ville, New-Albany and Chicago Railroad, made 
at the recent annual meeting, and the amend- 
ment of the road’s contract with the Kentucky 
and Indiana Bridge Company, Superintendent 
Woodard came here yesterday and began the 
change in the tracks of the road so that its 


trains might enter the city over the Louisville 
tidge. It was necessary in doing so to cross 
the K. and I. bridge tracks. 

At midnight Woodard took 100 men down to 
thd point of crossing to lay the adjacent track 
and make thé connection across the K. and L 
He found several cars loaded with iron stand- 
ing on the track where he wished to cross, and 
Superintendent Porter of the K. and L, witha 
detachment of wreres and @ squad of police, 
in charge. He laid track upto the K. and L, 
but did not cross. 

Today the K. and I. got an injunction re- 
straiping the L., N. A. and C. from crossing the 
K, and I. track. Later, however, an agreement 
was reached on condition of the L,, N. A. and 
OG acknowledging the K. and I.’s rights and se- 
lécting a point for crossing to whichthe K. and 
J. would agree. The connection was made and 
the L.. N. A. and C. trains are now all running 
over the Louisville bridgs. 

The K. and L. still claims that its contract with 
the L, N., A. and ©. is valid and will attempt 
to collect $65,000 a year as rental. The L, K. 
A. and C., on the other hand, olaims that no 
quorum of its Directors was present when the 
lease was made and therefore it cannot hold. 


IMPORTANT MEETINGS. 

CHICAGO, March 23.—Several important rail- 
road meetings are set for this week, the out- 
come of which will be awaited with the deepest 
anxiety by the managers of many of the West- 
ern lines. All have a direct bearing on the rate 
situation. 

An emergency meeting of the passenger de- 
partment of the Trans-Missouri Association 
will be held here to-morrow, the matter to be 
censidered being the disturbed condition of 
passenger rates in the territory west of the 
Missouri River. Little hope is felt that this 
meeting will result in mn R00 The prospects 
are that it will end in the final dissolution of 
thé Trans-Misgouri Association. 

On Tuesday another meeting of the trunk 
line officials and representatives of the West- 
ern roads and lake transportation companies 
will be held in New-York to further consider 
the question of lake and rai] rates to the North- 
west. If it proves true that President Hill will 
ft last send softne one to represent the Great 
Northern at this meeting, there is a ray of light 
for the Northwest. 

On Wednesday comes the meoting of the 
lines in the territory of the old Western States 
Possenger Association, to sonsider the question 
of restoring passenger rates in that territory. 
When this meeting was called it was believed 
that the outcome would be not only a restora- 
tion of rates, but a reorganization of the Weat- 
ern States Passenger Association. It is now 
dotidtful whether any definite action will be 
taken. 


MULLER S DEATH A MYSTERY. 


HIS BODY FOUND IN AN ELIZABETH 
SALT MARSH. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., March 23.—James Caawell 
and Maurice Heiss, while passing through the 
salt marsh adjoining Pier 4, Delaware and 
Lackawanna coal docks, this morning stumbled 
over the dead body ofaman. The lads notified 
the Chief of Police, and the body was removed 
to the Morgue. 

It was identified as that of Gottfried Muller, 
aged forty-two, a car inspector for the Central 


Railroad, and a charter member of the Wash- 
ington Rifles, Germania Schiitzen Bund. The 
cause of his death is involved in mystery. 

Althoug e was always known to carry 
money. none was found on his person. Muller 
worked all of yesterday, and. at 6 o’clo¢k last 
evening calied at Peter Cullen’s grocery on 
Front-atreet, near the coal docks, and pur- 
cnased some goods. He was accompanied by 
Peter Duignan, another inspector. 

The latter says hé parted with Muller after 
leaving the place, and this was the last seen of 
him alive. The spot where he was found is 
nearly a mile from Cullen’s. 

Hie face was greatly discolered and the palm 
of oné hand was bay bruised as if by a fall. 

Oounty Physiciati Westcott has been notified 
and an antopsy and inquest will be held te de- 
termine the cause of death. Muller’s parents 
live in Germany. ,

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FLOUNDERS EAGER TO BITE 


THE OITY ISLAND FISHING 

GROUNDS WELL ATTENDED. 

BUT THE WEATHER WAS TERRIBLE 
AND IT RUFFLED THE TEMPERS OF 
THE FISHERMEN. 


Down-East anglers attribute to their game 
the eccentricity of biting best in rainy weather. 
Tho truth of it was substantially proved yes- 
terday at City Island, where the flounder sea- 
son enjoyed its opening day. The weather was 
vory muggy, but at least fifty boats anchored 
near the oyster béds and their oceupants toyed 
with the appetites of the slab-sided flounders 
until their baskets were more than filled. It 
was a highly successful day’s sport as regards 
the number of fish caught, but the wind and 


rain produced a variety of personal dalscom- 
forte, 


At 6:50 in the morning, when wind and 
sleet were at their worst, 100 anglers assem- 
bled at tho Harlem River station and boarded 
the special flounder train for Bartow. Arrived 
at this picturesque spot, all hands rushed indis- 
criminately for a street car standing near by, 
whence transportation was had to City Island. 
Boats and baits were waiting in plenty, and 
with haste born of high expectancy the 
army of fishers was soon riding at anchor all 
along the bay as far as the eye could see. 

Thus far joy was unalloyed, but the disagree- 
ableness in store soon made itself apparent. 
Out of the northwest came a keen wind that 
blew great mists of spray across the water, 
wotting the fishermen to the skin and starting 
thelr teeth into lively chattering. Now and 
then, as though to outdo the mischief already 
done, the sportive gale took hold upon head- 
gear, and a hat or two whirled off toward the 
Bermudas. As-the wind freshened several boats 
dragged their anchors and collided with their 
neighbors, causing renewed discontent. Then it 
rained for a while and finally it snowed. Many 
of the boats shipped water during the gale, At 
the end of the first ten minutes every man in 
the fleet communed with himself and wondered 
why he hadn’t remained abed. 

But the flounders wiggled out of the mud and 
pounced upon the treacherous sandworms and 
clams with great vigor. Baskets filled briskly. 
Frequently two, and occasionally three, fish 
were landed at once on @ single tine, and the 
advantages of the triple-hook lines became 
speedily apparent. The fish were not large, 
few measuring more than 10 inches, but they 
were surprisingly clean and fat, and they at- 
tached themselves quite as readily to the com- 
mon handline as that wielded by a handsome 
bamboo. 

A party of three men, George Peters, P. Gou- 
din, and W. Brendel, earried off the honors of 
the day with a basket of 374 fish. They used 
sand-worm bait and fished from the oyster tloat 
owned by Capt, Philip Flynn. This must be 
considered good fishing, for it was impossible 
to remain on the water longer than two hours 
ata time owing tothe cold. When their fingers 
became #40 benumbed that bites were not dis- 
cernible, refuge was had in Capt. Fiynn’s hotel. 

Late in the afternoon the monotonous shriek- 
ing of the wind was punctuated with a hysteric 
yell. Every one looked in its direction justin 
time to see the head and shoulders of a negro 
fisherman disappear in the direction of the 
flounders. The man’s wife, who accompanied 
him in the boat, stood erect in the stern 
sheets, Waving her arms and howling 
dismaily. Two men in a boat near by 
hastily got up anchor and rowed over to 
the stenc of the catastrophe, where, a few 
seconds iater, they fished out the unhappy and 
bedraggled African, almost dead with frignt 
and water. In lowering his anchor, the ship- 
wrecked angler got his leg tangled with the 
rope, and as the anchor at that instant was go- 
ing downward at the rate of a fathom a jifty, 
down wont the negro along with it. 

Another break in the menotony was the ar- 
rival of a schooner filled with a party of New- 
York tishermen who are to make a week of it. 
They left the city at 10 o’clock, making the ran 
under close reefsin three hours. This is re- 
markabDly good time. Capt. Mergains, the 
owner and sailing master of the schooner, said 
that the wind had blown almost a gale atone 
time, strongly tempting him toturn back. He 
had never made the trip under reefs in such 
quick time, and he didn’t believe it couid be 
beaten. 

At 4 o’clock, when the little horse car with its 
load of tired men and solemn-visaged flounders 
left City Island for Bartow Station, the bay was 
still dotted witb boats. 

During the day perhaps 20,000 flounders 
were landed from thé waters about City Island. 





WORKING FOR THE ANGLERS. 


JAMAIOA BAY BOATMEN AND FISHERMEN 
MEET AGAIN AT ROCKAWAY. 


The boatmen, residents of Rockaway, and 
anglers, who are atriving to keep the nets out 
of Jamaica Bay this Summer, at their meeting 
yesterday were told that the prospects of the 
passage of the Stadler bill were excellent. The 
bill was waiting its turn to come before the 
Senate for decision and finalaction. No further 
opposition to it had sprung up and the fight 
against the bill was contined almost entirely to 
Senator Hawkins, who was afraid that the 


movementagainst the net men might spread and 
interfere with his fish oil interests. 

» Advices from Albany to the committee which 
is representing the citizens and angiers in their 
efforts to presérve the bay were that the bill 
would be taken up this week. As soon as the 
Senate passes upon it the committee will go to 
Albany and present arguments before the 
proper committee of the Assembly. The mem- 
bers of the lower house representing districts 
which border on Jamaica Bay are in favor of 
the bill. 

Meanwhile, interest in the matter among an- 
glera in this city is on the increase. as the 
movement started at Rockaway Beach ani all 
the meetings have been hold there, the New- 
York fishermen have not taken an active per- 
sonal part in pushing the bill, but in all the 
tackle stores and places where the anglers and 
fishermen are accustomed to congregate it is 
muoh talkéd of. Those who have ever fished 
Jamaica Bay to any extent appreciate to what 
a degree the seiné drawers have the fish un- 
der their complete contro}. Indeed, to stand 
on the trestle of the New-York and Rocka- 
way Beach Railroad and look down toward 
Canarsie would convince the most doubting 
that the fish had no show. At low tide yester- 
day big patches of mud banks, meadow 
stretches, and sand bars could be traced for 
miles, while: among them, turned and twisted 
in every direetion were channels through which! 
the tide was flowing. In many places the chan- | 
nels were so narrow that ten or twenty feet of 
net would suffice to gather in the fish. Now, 
the nets usedinthe bay are measured by the 
hundred feet, and are no playthings. A broad 
pogl ean 7 completely covered in one haul, 

g almost every living thing in it scooped. 
within the meshes. 

Nearly all thé fishermen talking of these 
things could recall days{fof great sport on the 
bay, when a few hours’ fishing meant a tubfull 
of fine large weakfish, bluetish, kingfish, and 
even sheepshéad. In the old angling books 
mention of the sheepshead fishing in the bay is 
made, and long descriptions of the tackl6é used 
are given. There were meén at the meeting at 
Rockaway yesterday who have taken large 
quantities of the fish in years gone by. Last 
Summer there was hardly a dozen caught In the 
bay, and they wefe only seeured after mteh 
diffeulty and patient fishing day after day. 
Net fishérmen were more fortunate, and in their 
seines took in 4 number. 

A striped bass that weighed twenty-five 
pounds was also taken in one of the net hauls 
last Summer, while a great many big fellows 
were pioked up in the long hauls. What fan 
these great gamy fish would have given some 
of the anglers who go down to Jamaica Bay 
from Brooklyn and this eity, because it is the 
only place their means and time will allow 
them to visit, can easily be appreciated by any 
man who owns 8 fisb rod. Yet all the big tish 
were govbled up in the nets. 

Boatmen at the meeting yesterday were talk- 
ing of the great falling off in visitors to the fish- 
ing stations on the railroad trestle last seasen, 
owing to the poor fishing as compared to the 
good old times, when the seines were net used 
in such a destructive manner. There are four 
stations where trains stop for the benefit of 
fishermen. The proprietors of the boats and 
fishing tackle and bait at these places lease 
their space from the town of Jamaica. Their 
buildings represent considerable capital, owing 
to the foundations having to be placed on 
piling. At the four stations they oan accom- 
modate 2,000 fishermen in the angling season. 

Last year their complaint was that not ons 
paid expenses. They attribute it entirely to 
the fishing not being what it shoula be. They 
employ many boatmen to take parties out on 
the bay, and these boatmen are dependent upen 
parties coming down] for their living. ay 
after,day these men sat idle around the sta- 
tions last year. Their interests are infinitely 
greater than those of the Canarsie net men, 
yet they seem to be forgotten by the opponents 
of the Stadler bill, whose great cry is that 
bread will be taken from the mouths of the 
poor seine drawers. 

Besides the fishing stations on Rockaway 
Beach there are & hundred places where boats 
are hired, and the owners of the boats are just 
as dependent upon the fish as the net men. 

The building of clubhouses for fishermen, 
which was started with such a boom afew 
years ago, has also received a set-back from the 
same cause—poor fishing. Several clubs now 
having buildings there have been talking of 
moving to other resorts if matters do not im- 
prove. Other clubs which have talked of build- 
ing are holaing back to see if anything ts done 
toward caring for the bay. If the Stadler bill 
db es @ law they will begin work at once,

A SUNDAY OF INSPECTION. 


SENATORS ANi REPRESENTATIVES SEE 
SOME IMMIGRANTS. 


While the church bells were chiming yester- 
day morning a band of statesmen emerged from 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. Everything seemed 
to indicate that they were bent on public wor- 
ship. But, as it frequently happens, the indi- 


The statesmen wero 
bent on duty. 

The party consisted of Senators Chandler, 
Pettigrew, and. fustis, Representatives Stump 
and Oates, Emigration Commissioners Stephen- 
son and Starr, Deputy Sergeantat Arms Reade, 
Clerk of the Joint Committes Johnson, Federal 
Commissioner of Emigration Weber, Solicitor 
General Hepburn, Surgeon General Hamilton, 
Commander Folger of the navy, Inspectors of 
Contract Laborers Chaunce and Taylor, and 
several others. 

The first feature of the programme was a 
visit to Castle Garden, The immigrants who 
had arrived on Saturday evening on the North 
German Lloyd steamsnip Saale were being 
registered when the party arrived. Commuis- 
sioner Stephenson showed how he stopped con- 
tract laborers. Four miners on their way to 
the West were selected by the Commissioner, 
who examined them through an interpreter. 
The inspectors then showed how they were in 
the habit of allowing Mr. Stephenson’s suspects 
to go on their ways rejoicing by proving to the 
evident satisfaction of Senator Chandler that 
the men had not come here under contract. 
Though the visitors expressed no opinions upen' 
the subject, it waa evident that some of them 
entertained the suspicion that there was @ clash 
somewhere in the present system of immigrant 
inspection. 

ihe party then proceeded across the Battery 
to the Barge Office basin, where the revenue 
cutter Chandler, Lieut. Smith commanding, 
was In waiting for the purpose of taking the 
Visitors to Ward’s Island. The cutter put in at 
the navy yard fora supply of stores for the 
use of the committee during the imspection of 
the immigration sites of the harbor. These 
Stores, it was explained, were not intended for 
present consumption, but as @ guarantee of 
good times tocome. Upon arriving at Ward’s 
Island the visitors made a thorough inspection 
of the immigrant institutions there. These 
were found to be neat and in good order. 
Nearly ail of the visitors appeared to be favor- 
ably impressed with the institutions. 

While the inspection was going on there were 
being landed at Castle Garden four German 
bands which had come over on the Red Star 
steamship Noordland. The musicians were in- 
formed that there was some doubt about their 
being allowed to land here. The men were cast 
down at first, but took a brighter view of life 
when a banger-on of the Garden told them pri- 
vately that thev still had achanee. The chief 
dignitaries of the land were out a-pleasuring in 
their private barge. They would soon land at 
the Garden. The musicians might hope to 
soften the hearts of the dignitaries by first 
charming their ears, 

The men took the hint. The four bands amal- 
gamated, and the chosen leader gave out the 
music to ke played. Soon afterward the Chana- 
ler rounded the Battery and landed at the Castle 
Garden dock. The visitors landed, and as they 
entered the Garden the sound of music burst 
upon their astonished ears. Then headed by 
Seuator Chandler they tiled into the rotunda 
amid loud huzzes, while the bands lustily 
played ‘“ Hail to tne Chief.” 

A report gained currency last night that the 
visit of the committee had something more be- 
hind it than a desire to solve the immigrant 
question; thatit was partof the plan to settle 
the location of the new custome buildings, To 
get the immigrants away from Castle Garden, 
ending the reason for the existence of that 
structure, was but a first step. Others that 
would come after it would place the new build- 
ings on part of Battery Park. 

It was said that it was with this end in view 
that the Lewis bill, which has been set down 
for a third reading to-morrow in the Senate, 
and which proposes to “‘ give the consent of the 
State of New-York to the purchase or acquisi- 
tion by condemnatien under judicial process by 
the United States of any lands in the eity of 
New-York for an Appraiser’s Storehouse, for 
a Custom House, and for other purposes,” was 
introduced at Albany. Tho provision that the 
condemnation of such lands should not exceed 
a plot of more than 200,000 square feet was 
regarded as particulariy significant, because 
such a slice could be taken from Battery Park. 

As far as the advocates of the Bowling Green 
site were concerned, jt was said that the buila- 
ings in the park would serve their interests as 
well. Moreover, the project would meet the 
warm approval of Thomas C. Platt. 

Members of the committee last night said 
that they Knew nothing about the report.

[sj MR. MOODY'S BUSY DAY. 


HIS SERVICES AS A SPEAKER IN CON- 
STANT DEMAND. 


Mr. Dwight L. Moody had a busy time of it 
yesterday. He appeared firstin the afternoon 
in Chickering Hall, where very nearly a thou- 
sand persons had assembled for the purpose of 
taking part in the meeting of the Sunday Asso- 
ciation, which was called in part to hear the 
evangelist andin pars to protest against the 
wickedness of obliging letter carriers and postal 
clerks to work on Sunday. The Rev. W. F. 
Crafts, who has been working very hard for. 
some years nowin the interest of the letter 
carriers, secking to secure them at least one 
day in the week for rest and relizious duties, 
was present. Col. Elliott F. Shepard sat on the 
stage and smiled appreciatively as Mr. Moody 
made his points. 

Mr. Moody did not say very much about the 
work of the men of the Postal Service, but he 


spoke earnestly concerning the necessity for 
Christianity. Some of the things he said fol- 
low: 

“God’s gota way of His own with peaco and joy 
on this earth. 

“It is not possible for God to forgive sin if man 
will not forsake it. 

“T was asked once by a man: ‘How do you ac- 
count for the fact that Mohammed lived 600 years 
after Christ and yet he has got lots more followers 
than Christ has?’ I replied: ‘That's easily ac- 
counted for, A man can follow Mohammed and 
live in the darkest sin, but a man cannot foliow 
Christ and not live a pure life.’ 

“No amount of trying will enable you to.stop sin- 
ning until you break sin. 

“It would be the ruin of this earth if God should 
forgive those who do not wish to be forgiven. 

“if I stole $1,000 from that man [indicating a 
gray-hairet old gentieman in his andience) 
couldn’t torgive myself. That man would have 
something to say about forgiveness. 

oan vas done all He is ever going to do for this 
world. 

“Tf Gabriel should come down from the throne to 
me and tell me that it was the command of the 
Almighty that I should have the power to will any- 
thing for the next few cays I wished, I should say: 
‘Let God’s will be done. I. know nothing aboat 
to-morrow.’ ”’ 

When Mr. Moody concluded his services with 
his Post Office friénds, he made quick time to 
the hall of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, at Twenty-third-street and Fourth-avenue, 
where there was an audience of quite 1,590 
young men waiting for him, and who In defan't 
of the evangelist’s earlier appearance hud 
been singing Moody and Sankey hymns for 
more than an hour. Mr. Moody was still fall of 
the subjects of which he had been speaking in 
Chickering Hall, and spoke from the same text. 

Lastevening Mr. Moody devoted considerabls 
of his attention to the messenger boys, of 
whom abont one bundred and fifty were pres- 
entin uniform in Chickering Hall. Thoy list- 
ened very attentively to the good advice the 
speaker’ gave them, and answered in loud, 
cheerful tones, without the slightest hesitation, 
whenever he addressed them with pointed 
questions as to their morality. 

“ Boys,” said Mr. Moody, speaking to them in 
a familiar way, “were you ever deceived?” 
The boys ewned up immediately in chorus. 
They had met with that misfortune. 

“Well,” continued the speaker, “I want to 
tell you ous thing, that you have never been 
deceived by any body any more than you hays 
deceived yourselves. Now, isn’t thatso? Teil 
me, haven’t you ever deceived yourselves?” 

“No. Sir!” came the response in rather star- 
tled tones. 

“Oh, yes, you have,” said Mr. Moody, and 
then he went on to convince his juvevile hear- 
ers that they did not quite know their weak- 
nesses as he knew them.

In 1887 M. proposed to make a loan to E. and 
wished the title insure@ by the Title Guarantee 
and Trust Company. The searches disclosed a 
judgmeénitecovered in 1878 against a porson of the 
same name as HK.

The latter, on being questioned about it, denied 
that it was against him, and made an elavorate 
affidavit to that effect. Thereupon thé loan was 
made and the title policy issued to M. 2 

In reality the judgment was against the mort- 
gageor. Four months afterward an enemy of his 
informed the judgment creditor’s attorney, who 
had forgotten all about the judgment and lost all 
track of E., that E. owned the mortgaged property. 

The attorhey at once advertised it for sale under 

an execution. M, called upon the company to pro- 
tect him and the latter at once bought the judgment 
tor $4,250 and cleared the title. * 
Would the mortgageor have been ag much at éase 
if he had been relying on the old and approved 
methods, and would the cash or an excuse of “ due 
diligence” have probably been forthcoming ?

PAWNBROKERS ASTONISHED. 


THE RAPID PROGRESS OF THE BILL TO 
REDUCE THEIR INTEREST. 


The Pawnbrokers’ Association of this city, 
awhich failed to kill the bill for the reduction of 
the rate of pawnbrokers’ interest in the Assem- 
biy, has reached the conolusion that it will be 
more successful in the Senate. In fact, Moses 
Mebkrback, a pawnbroker himself and the act- 
ive agent of the association, announced to his 
fellow-pawnbrokers late on Saturday night that 
he had completed all arrangements for the 
Slaughter of the bill in the Senate. His state- 
ment was very positive that “everything is 
fixed and the bill is to be killed.” He was not 


quoted as mentioning the man or the means he 
had selected, but another more loquacious mem- 
ber of the assoolation said that Timothy J. 
Campbell had been intrusted with the killing. 

This bill provides that no pawnbroker shall 
demand a greater interest than 2 per cent. per 
month for the first six months and 1 per cent. 
per month for each succeeding month upon 
any loan of less than $100, and half those rates 
for loans of over that amount. For five con- 
secutive yeara the measure has been introduced 
at Albany as a “ strike,” and on no occasion has 
iteven been reported by the committee to 
which it was referrea. 

This year it was introduced in the Assembly 
by M. J. Stein and was passed last Wednesday. 
On being announced in the Senate on Thursda 
it was referred to the Committee on Miscol- 
laneous Corporations by the President. The 
passags of the bill by the Assimbly was not 
nearly sO much of a surprise to the agents of 
the Pawnbrokers’ Association aa was this refer- 
ence. They had contemplated attacking it in 
the Assembly, but they were dismayed by the 
parsistence and sincerity of its introducer, Mr. 
Stein, and they chose to wait for the less expen- 
sive process of weighting it down in the Senate. 
But to add to their dismay, on motion of Senator 
Fassett the bill was immediately advanced to 
the Committee of the Whole, thus taking away 
the last chance the pawnbrokers’ agents had of 
killing itin committee. The bill could be in no 
better shape to pass the Senate and be sent to 
the Governor. It will be reported this week, 
perhaps to-morrow.

BOATKEEPEE SOCOTT’S DHATH 


IT RESULTS FROM AN ACCIDENT THAT 
COST ANOTHER PILOT HIS LIFE. 


Boatkeeper Alexander Ferguson Seott of the 
pilot boat George J. Warren, No. 5, who was 
injared on the 5th inst. while in charge of a 
yawl from which five pilots were endeavoring 
to board a tugboat off Sandy Hook, died sud- 
denly early yesterday morning at his residence, 
44 Oliver-street. His death was due to the 
injuries reesived on that occasion. Pilot Ed- 
ward Collins was killed at the time. 

The tug M. Moran, under command of Capt. 
Richard Moran, had towed the outward-bound 


Austrian bark Methusalem over the bar, and 
shortly after noon on the day of the accident 
dropped anchor opposite the pilot-boat station, 
where the boat Washington, No. 22, was on 
duty. Several pilots who had been left at 
the station by outgoing vessels were anxious 
to return to the city and put off in the Wash- 
ington’syawl. Boatkeeper Scott, who was in 
charge of the yawl, brought her alongside the 
outgoing bark and took off the pilot who had 
earried her out. Then the yawl started for the 
tug. When alongside, the pilots jumped for the 
tug. John Hobbs, Edward Turnure, Frederick 
Ryerson, and William Crooker reached the 
tug’s deck safely. Collins struck his head 
against one of the iron-bound fenders of the 
tug and fell back dead in the boat. Boat- 
keeper Scott was caught between the yawl and 
the side of the tugbeat. 

It was not supposed that he was seriously in- 
jured, although he complained of severe pains 
in the region of the heart and under the left 
shoulder blade. He was attended at the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital and subsequently at his 
home by Dr. Keefe of 31 Oliver-street. He was 
taken with a sudden spasm of pain at 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning and died before medical aid 
reached him. He was thirty-tivre years of age 
and had been a Sandy Hook pilot for fourteen 
years. He leaves a widow and three children. 
es inquest will be held in the case by Coroner

BRESLER NOT POISONED. 


HE DIED OF TYPHOID PNEUMONIA,’ DR. 
JENKINS DECIDES. 


Deputy Coroner Jenkins made an autopsy at 
1 P. M. yesterday on the body of Louis Bresler, 
who died on Friday at 345 West Fifty-eighth- 
street under circumstances that wers regarded 
us suspicious by one of his sons-in-law, Aaron 
Kahn of 109 West Sixty-third-street. Kahn 
said he feared Bresler had been poisoned, and 
intimated that Allen H. Wood, the theatrical 
manager and another son-in-law of Bresler, 
was in some way responsible for the death. Dr. 


Jenkins found no traces of poison and a burial 
permit was granted stating typhoid pneumonia 
as the cause of death. 

This was Bresler’s disease as diagnosed’ by 
his physician, Dr. Mark Blumenthal. Wood 
says his brother-in-law’s action in making such 
a@ charge at such atime was “simply brutal,” 
and declares that he will bring an action for 
damages against Kahn as soon as the funeral 
is over with. This takes place at 10 A. M. to- 
fay from the house. Rabbi Henry 8, Jacobs 
ha ofliciate and the burial will be at Cypress 

ills. 

Aaron Kahn was seen by a TIMES reporter at 
his residence yesterday afternoon. He said 
the result of the autopsy was final so far as 
suspicions of poisoning were concerned. These 
suspicions, however, haa been based on an ex- 
pression of the sick man to Mrs. Kahn—“ Oh, if 
these walls could speak, what a story they 
would tell!” This remained unaccounted for. 
Mrs. Kahn had agreed with her husband in 
thinking the death suspicious, and Mr, Kahn 
sald all the relatives, with the exception of the 
widow and Mrs. Wood, had regarded an investi- 
gation as desirable. He added that no doubt 
had been entertained by any one of Dr. Blu- 
menthal’s good faith, and that it was better for 
all concerned that the autopsy had taken place.

Hon, either ineisieuds in the lower bay. on 


BROOKEYN A GOOD FIELD. 


THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE MIGHT 
FIND SOMETHING OF INTEREST. 


Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn has been occupied 
for several days in preparing answers to the 
list of questions in regard to the municipal 
Government submitted by ,the legislative in- 
Vestigating committee, and the politicians ex- 
pect the Senators to give Brooklyn an overhaul- 
ing before they return to Albany. If they do 


they will find several interasting matters to in- 
quire into, 

One will be the Board of Charities and Corros- 
tion, where a deticit of nearly; $250,000 Las 
been rolled up in a very mysierious manner. 
Aninquiry here will be very opportune, inas- 
much as there 1s a bill now at Albany providing 
for funds to wipe out this indebtedness. The 
Senators would do well to ascertain just how 
subordinates in this department are appointed 
and get at the political relations of fitty and oad 
men who have received comfortable berths 
since the new Commissioners came in, 

But the richest field will be the poeuliar con- 
dition of affairs in the Bourd of Supervisors and 
the relations between that body of legislators 
and the County Farm at St. Johniand. Five 
Supervisors are now under indictment in con- 
nection with that matter, but from the polit- 
leal gossips it is learned that there is no chance 
for conviction. This statement hasn’t frigat- 
ened the District Attorney’s office atall, and 
the cases against the accused men are being 
worked up vigorously. 

It 18 also probable that the Senators will look 
into the government of Gravesend, where John 
Y. MoKane’s management makes it possible tor 
constables to charge for ten and fifteen times a8 
much work as they perform. The bilis of these 
mMen are vn file in the Supervisor's office, all 
audited as correct by ** Dau” Lake, the former 
Auditor and the latest convert to Republivan- 
ism and Federal patronage. 

The death of Uity Clerk John Shanley has left 
vacant one of the most lucrative offices in the 
gift of the Brookiyn Aldermen, aod several 
politiclans are working very hard to get it 
The place carries a salary of $3,600 a ysar, and 
the incumbent has a deputy and a corps of 
olerks to do the work forhim. All Shunley 
ever did was to appear at the weekly meetings 
of the board and read the minutes and the few 
resolutions presented. His deputy, Col, Cum- 
mnings, Who now gets $3,500 a year, wants to 
become Chief Olerk, and in all probability he 
will succeed. Tne others who, aepire to the 
place are ex-Assemblymen W. H. McLaughlin 
and Peter K. McCann ana Jobn Cottier, who 
was beaten in the election for County Clerk. 
Theonse who makes the strongest fight will 
probably be appointed deputy to Cummings, 
The latter is backed by the Sixth Wara and 
Register “Jim” Kane. 

The politicians are getting worried because 
Mayor Chapin does not appoint the Civil Serv- 
ice Commisslonera to succeed Edward M. Shep- 
ard, Edwin Packard, and Tuomas J. Tilney, 
who, it is admitted, willseou go out of oltice. 
The Mayor is as close as an Oyster on the sub- 
ject, but the friends of the reform say he 18 
going to take a long step in the right direction 
by appointing Mr. A. Augustus Healy to suc- 
ceed President Shepard. Mr. Healy 1s not 
only @ close personal triend of both Mayor 
Chapin and Mr. Shepard, but he is well 
knowh among Civil service reformers as Presi- 
dent of the brooklyn Civil Service Retorm As- 
sociation and of the Brooklyn Democratic Club. 
Mr. William Potts, the Sceretary of the associa- 
tion, feels confident that Mayor Chapin will 
hold out against apy machine influence that is 
being brought to bear to induce him to lower 
the tone of this commission.

THE CONGREGATION OF ST. ANDREW’S

The congregation of St. Andrew’s Methodist 
Episcopai Church occupied a portion of tle 
new church editice, Seventy-sixth-street near 
Ninth-avenue, yesterday, for the firet time.

The new 
editice is Romanesque in style and is built of 
gray granite. From four massive columns in 
eitner corner of the main auditorium spring 
arches upoo whieh rests a dome 54 feet in 
diameter. Thirty-six windows in the dome 
amply light the auditorium.

AMATEUR PHOTOGRAPHERS. 


THEY ARE MAKING LANTERN SLIDES 
AND TESTING APPARATUS, 


Wednesday’s snowstorm was just what the 
amateur photographers had been hoping for. 
The snowfalls previous to it had not been of a 
nature to make picturesque scenes. They had 
been composed of dry, frosty snow, which had 
not settled on the treetops or piled up on the 
fences. But the last storm had plastered every 
object out of doors. Being damp, the flakes had 
remained wherever they fell. The woods put 


on a beautiful frock of fleecy whiteness, while 
great puffs of snow were lifted up above the 
bushes, 

Amateurs, who had a chance, were not slow 
in seizing upon the few hours given them to 
secure pictures. There was really no first-rate 
light to work in, but photography is past the 
day when sunlight 1s a necessity. 

Yhe parks were, of course, the most popular 
places, as the scenes were 80 varied and the 
iormation of the “*snow caps” 80 peculiar, But 
right in the main avenues ang out of back win- 
dows good bits of snow views could be gained. 
Some of the choice bits of work accomplished 
by the young photographers wiil be seen soon 
at the lantern-slide exhibitions. Iee scenes have 
been a fatlure this year, and those who had 
hoped to get some good instantaneous views of 
the skaters in the Park have been disappointed, 
for there has been no skating, 

Mr. C. R, Pancoast, in the American Annual 
of Photography and holographic limes Alma- 
nac, tells of his operations during the centen- 
nial celebration witha camera support which 
he dubbed a “unipod.” His idea was to have 
a support in his 6149 by 4% inch camera so as to 
give rapid adjustment to the plage of objects to 
be photographed and occupy little space. The 
unipod was made of two pieces of 1 by 44 inch 
pine, 4 feet 4 inehes long, joined at the lower 
end and spread apartat the upper end tofita 
plate 3 imches in dlameter, through the 
usual clamping screw penetrated to hold the 
camera. At the lower end .was a steel point to 
preveut sliding. By hoiding the stand in the 
left hand, with its height ‘s0 adjusted as to 
bring the finder on a level with the eye, Mr. 
Paneoast found be could bring the camera to 
bear upon and take in any movable object, Mr. 
Pancoast thinks thatin the form of a cane or 
alpenstock the stand would be invaluable for 
detective cameras and in @& measure obviate 
much of the distortion which happens some- 
iimes When caweras ure heldin the hand. By 
means of a spirit level attached to the camera 
it was possible to level the camera even wore 
readily than with the old tripoa. 

«A Trip to the Paris Exnibition” was the 
title of an illustrated lecture given at the 
rooms of the New-York Camera Club last Mon- 
day evening by Mr. Frauk La Manna, the Presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Academy of Photography. 
Tne first slides lilustrated the ocean voyage, 
showipg scenes on board the steamer La 
Gascogne. The views of the exposition were 
capital, and Mr. La Manna gave wuch informa- 
tien respecting the number of Visitors, cost of 
bulidings, &o. 

This evening the principal subject at the 
meeting to be held at the rooms of the club 
will be a demonstration by Mr. A, D. Fisk of 
the management of the optical lantern (both 
oll and gas) at home exhibitions, Mr. Fisk 
will tell how noviees can overcome the diffi- 
culties they have 1n Managing the lantern, and 
slides will be projected on the screen from both 
lanterns at the same time, showing differences 
in character of the light used. There will also 
be a discussion on the use of the hand camera 
and an exhibition of lenses made for it, 

Last week the tirst exhibition of photographs 
by the Peekskill Camera Club was held in 
Peekskill, N. Y., and exceeded the expectations 
of the ofiicers. There were ninety-five frames, 
holding 325 prints, all the work of twenty-six 
members. Lantern exbibitions were held two 
nights in the week. 

The St. Louls (Mo.) Camera Club has recently 

urchased an optical lantern, fitted with all the 
atest improvements, for use in giving ite pub- 
lic exhibitions, 

The Hoboken Camera Club, which has been 
organized just @ year, velebrated its first annt- 
versary by giving a supperin Hoboken to the 
mewbers and friends on Saturday evening. A, 
J. Thomas 1s President of the club. 

Next Friday evening at the rooms of the So- 
siety of Amateur Photographers, 122 West 
Thirty-sixth-street, the slides of the New-Or- 
leans Cawera Club will be shown at the regu- 
lar monthly exhibition of lantern slides. They 
will comprise a variety of subjects, such as 
views along the Southern rivers, pictures o. 
domestic life, the sugarcane industry, an 
views in Mexico. After them there is to be an 
exhibition of a number of lantern slides of 
Western scenery by H. H. Bennett of the Chr 
cago Lantern-Slide Club, who will be present to 
explain them, ‘ 

On Wednesday evening lantern slides will be 
tested. Mr. Frederick Vilmar, a member of the 
society, and President of the Nassau Boat 
Club, entertained his club and their friends 
with an exhibition of lantern slides made 
mostly by himself atthe New- York Maennerchor 
Hall, Fitty-sixth-strees and Fourth-avenus, 
last Saturday evening. 

Mrs. Jeannette M. Appleton, another member 
of the society, hasan artistic reproduction of 
her ‘Midwinter’ photograph in tae March 
number of the american smuteur Pholegrapher. 
There is also an article “ Under the Skylight” 
vy Miss Catherine Wend Barnes, and au ilius- 
trated description from his own negatives by 
Mr. George Bulloek, President of the Cincinnati 
Camera Olub, of his trip to the Windward 
Islands. 

The Photographic Globe, a monthiy magazine, 
is the latest addition to photograpnic literature. 

White celluieia films are being introduced as 
@ base for positive pictures, and are more easily 
worked than the ordinary slbumen printing 
process. The picture is on the surface, und has 
a beautiful finish. 

A new lens system devised by E. Suter is 
attracting some attention nowadays. The 
lenses aré known as the Aplanatic jenses, and 
their features are softvess of definition, flat- 
pees of field, and depth of focus, suited tor tak- 
ing groups and portraits They comprise 
three narrew angle aplanatio combinations of 
long focus, two wide angle aplanatic combina- 
tions of short focus, and two single landscape 
lenses. The first three combinations will an- 
swer for all instantaneous and rapid exposures, 
covering jpiates ef 7 by 9 inches, at an angie of 
not more than 60°, the resulting picture being 
true and not distorted. ‘Ihe two 90° wide 
angle combinations are for juse in confined 
situations where lenses of s longer foeus cannot 
be employed.

THE 


THE REV. DR. KOHLER’S VIEWS ON 
PROPER PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


The Rev. Dr, K. Kohler lestured yesterday 
morning at the Temple Beth-El, Sixty-third- 
street and Lexington-avenue, on “The Bible 
and Religion in Our Common Schools and Col- 
leges.” The subject was suggested, he said, by 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Wiscon- 
sin prohibiting the reading of the Bible in the 
public schools as being sectarian instruction 
and as making the schoolhouse a place of wor- 
ship. 

“It is both right and due of the Jewish citi- 
zen,” he said, “to protest against such an en- 
croachment as is the opening of the school with 
either the Bible or the Lord’s Prayer, or of any 
of the public meetings or legislative sittings 
under the emblems and forms of Christians. 
That is sectarian practice. Any religious exer- 
cise which does not include ail beliefs and con- 
victions must be relegated to the Church, and 
has no connection with the functions of the 
State, which are purely secular. Nor will re- 
ligion be the loser by the change which must 
sooner or later come. 

‘One book among the Holy Scriptures omits 
the name of God altogether, but the rabbis say 
the unmentioned God is seen throughout the 
Story. There is no impressiveness in the man- 
ner in which the Bible is used at present, nor 
in the selection of readings, made at random by 
mnen hardly imbued with the spirit of rever- 
ence. The fact is that the right idea of com- 
mon school education has not been grasped yet, 
nor have the right steps been taken to render 
the Ameriean school what it should be—an in- 
stitution to train character, to equip the head, 
hand, and heart for life’s task and prepare men 
and women for the useful and faithful dis- 
charge of she duties of life. 

“There must be a radical defect in the system 

if the number of crimes committed by Amer- 
ican-born school or college bred citizens in the 
high or low walks of life increases from day to 
day. Insome sense the Roman Catholics are 
right in keeping their children away from the 
public schools. The State has no right to take 
the child away from parental care and tuition 
unless it makes of him a better man. The pres- 
ent system only stuffs the brain with chiefly 
uselesg knowledge, leaving the hand of the 
breadwinner unskilied and the heart unretined. 
Tne problem is how to furnish moral aod relig- 
ious instruction without trespassing upon the 
rights of sects and doctrines. 
“ But there is a Bible larger than the Old and 
New Testament, a Divine revelation greater 
than is found in books and creeds. There isa 
morality elder than Moses and Jesus. There 
should be a pathos of reverence lent to every 
fact taught. Teaching should be uplifting in- 
spiration. There is no need of the Bible. A 
book containing all the sweet flowers from the 
garden of humanity and the best and wisest 
teachings and sayings of all the great and good 
in every land and age, one that teaches a re- 
ligion overarching all religion, a morality un- 
derlying all systems of faith and of thought is 
what we need. 

“The time will eome when religion will so 
penetrate science and be morally so linked with 
civil and social life that the seal of holiness 
will be upon all that is homan and Church and 
State will unite in a kingdom of divine truth.”
